N.P.U.  SENDS  OUT  INVITATIONS 

EMPLOYEE  pharmacists  in  England  and  Wales  from  retail,  hospital, 
manufacturing,  teaching  and  other  sectors  of  pharmacy  are  being  invited 
to  support  a  proposed  Associates'  Section  to  be  formed  by  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union. 


The  Union's  announcement  states  that 
"  Recent  events  have  underlined  the  de- 
sirability of  there  being  an  effective 
channel  through  which  employee  phar- 
macists can  express  their  views  on 
N.H.S.  and  associated  matters." 

"  It  has  become  increasingly  evident," 
the  statement  continues,  "  that  all 
pharmacists,  whether  employed  in  re- 
tail or  in  hospital  pharmacy,  or  in 
manufacturing,  have  interests  in  com- 
mon with  retail  proprietor  pharmacists. 
All  pharmacists  derive  an  important 
part  of  their  income  directly  or  in- 
directly from  the  State." 

The  Executive  declares  its  willing- 
ness to  sponsor  an  Associates'  Section 
whose  affairs  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
body  of  representatives  elected  by  asso- 
ciates out  of  their  own  number.  "  The 
success  of  the  project  must  depend 
upon  the  enthusiasm  of  a  nucleus  of 
employee  pharmacists."  The  Executive 
is  giving  help  in  arranging  a  prelimin- 
ary meeting  at  which  an  action  com- 
mittee of  associates  can  be  elected,  and 
the  objects  of  the  Section  discussed  in 
broad,  general  terms.  Draft  rules,  some 


of  them  in  outline  only,  have  been 
prepared  (see  p.  153)  as  a  basis  for  dis- 
cussion, and  an  indication  is  being 
given  of  the  membership  benefits  that 
would  be  available  at  the  outset.  Par- 
ticulars of  the  meeting  are  being  sent 
with  an  agenda  to  every  employee 
pharmacist  who  indicates  his  interest  in 
the  scheme  by  writing  to  Department 
A.M.,  National  Pharmaceutical  Union, 
4  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.I,  stat- 
ing whether  he  is  employed  in  the  retail, 
hospital,  manufacturing  or  teaching, 
etc.,  sector  of  pharmacy.

WALSALL  CHEMISTS'  EXPENDITURE

SAFE  KEEPING  OF  MEDICINE 

THE  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger)  took  part 
in  the  Associated  Television  programme 
"  The  Warning  Voice  "  on  February  2. 
Answering  questions  on  the  problem  of 
the  safe  keeping  of  medicine  in  the 
home,  he  pointed  out  that  all  medi- 
cines must  be  treated  with  care.  Asked 
how  pharmacists  could  help  in  this  pro- 
blem, he  replied :  "  I  think  the  most 
important  thing  would  be  the  education 
of  the  public  to  the  idea  that  medicines 
are  not  normal  commodities."  The  pre- 
sident thought  it  the  housewife's  re- 
sponsibility to  keep  medicines  locked 
away  from  children,  and  the  pharma- 
cist's responsibility  to  educate  his  clien- 
tele in  the  need  for  careful  storage. 

Whitley  Council 

STAFF  SIDE  DISAPPROVES  PAY  PAUSE

ing of  the  Staff  Side  of  the  General

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Health  Services  (Great  Britain)  held  on 
January  22.  The  Staff  Side  reviewed 
the  course  of  "  negotiations "  in  the 
several  functional  councils  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  policy.  Questions  were 
also  raised  regarding  the  position  of 
the  National  Health  Service,  against 
the  background  of  the  recent  Govern- 
ment statement  on  the  anticipated  re- 
laxation of  the  pay  pause  and  restora- 
tion of  arbitration  to  the  civil  service. 
The  secretary  was  asked,  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  chairman,  to  make  repre- 
sentations and  seek  clarification  on  be- 
half of  the  Staff  Side.  Other  matters 
before  the  meeting  included  a  proposal 
for  leave  for  training  with  the  auxili- 
ary armed  forces — in  all  cases  addi- 
tional to  annual  leave. 

Oral  Polio  Vaccine 

ROUTINE  SUPPLIES  FOR  CLINICS 

THE  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Enoch 
Powell)  has  informed  local  health 
authorities  in  England  and  Wales  that 
supplies  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
(Sabin  type)  are  now  available  for  use 
in  their  vaccination  programmes.  The 
vaccine  is  in  liquid  form  and  may  be 
taken  either  on  a  lump  of  sugar  or  in 
a  spoonful  of  syrup.  A  course  of  im- 
munisation consists  of  three  doses  taken 
at  intervals  of  four  to  eight  weeks.  The 
Minister's  action  follows  the  advice  of 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccine  which  has  recommended  the 
new  vaccine  as  safe  and  effective.  The 
Joint  Committee  also  recommended 
that  it  should  be  left  open  to  individual 
local  authorities,  on  the  advice  of  their 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  to  in- 
dividual family  doctors,  to  continue  to 
use  vaccine  administered  by  injection 
<Salk  type)  if  they  prefer  to  do  so. 
Supplies  of  Salk  vaccine  will,  therefore, 
continue  to  be  made  available  so  long 
as  they  can  be  obtained.  The  Ministry 
adds  that  when  a  local  authority,  or  a 
family  doctor  taking  part  in  the  local 
authority  arrangements,  has  decided  to 
use  the  new  vaccine,  it  will  be  used  for 
vaccinating  all  in  the  priority  groups 
(i.e.  those  under  forty  and  older  per- 
sons at  special  risk)  who  apply  to  them. 
At  present  it  is  practicable  to  supply 
the  new  vaccine  for  use  only  under 
local  authority  arrangements,  and 
therefore  those  outside  the  priority 
groups  who  apply  to  their  family  doc- 
tors for  vaccination  will  continue  to  be 
vaccinated  with  Salk  vaccine. 

Vaccination  Certificates 

A  REMINDER  FOR  THOSE  GOING  ABROAD 

THE  Ministry  of  Health  has  issued  a 
statement  reminding  intending  travellers 
abroad  that,  if  their  record  of  vaccina- 
tion is  not  on  an  official  type  of  Inter- 
ternational  Sanitary  Regulation  small- 
pox certificate,  it  is  not  acceptable  in 
most  foreign  countries.  A  valid  certi- 
ficate must  be  franked  with  an  accep- 
ted regulation  stamp.  If  the  vaccinator 
is  not  himself  an  authorised  user  of 
such  a  stamp,  the  person  vaccinated 
must  take  or  send  the  certificate  for 
franking  to  his  Local  Authority.  Offi- 
cial forms  may  be  obtained  from  travel 
agents  (who  provide  them  for  their  own 
clients),  or  from  the  Ministry  at  Savile 


Row,  London,  W.l.  The  statement  adds 
that  as  vaccination  requirements  in  vari- 
ous countries  change  from  time  to  time, 
much  inconvenience  can  be  saved  if 
any  person  wishing  to  travel  abroad 
checks  the  health  regulations  with  the 
Consul  of  the  country  they  wish  to 
visit. 

Hospital  Careers 

COMMITTEE  OF  INQUIRY  APPOINTED 

THE  membership  of  a  Committee  set 
up  by  the  Minister  of  Health  (Mr. 
Enoch  Powell)  to  inquire  into  adminis- 
trative and  clerical  staffing  in  the  hos- 
pital service  was  announced  in  a  Par- 
liamentary answer  on  January  26.  The 
Committee's  terms  of  reference  are : 
"  Having  regard  to  the  need  for  main- 
taining a  high  standard  of  efficiency  in 
the  administration  of  National  Health 
Service  hospitals,  to  inquire  into  the 
present  arrangements  for  recruitment, 
training  and  promotion  of  administra- 
tive and  clerical  staffs  in  the  hospital 
service,  and  to  make  recommendations." 
Among  the  members  appointed  is  Mr. 
C.  C.  Stevens,  LL.B.,  M.P.S.  (chairman. 
Macclesfield  Hospital  Management 
Committee).  The  secretary  of  the 
committee  is  Mr.  H.  W.  Silver.  Ministry 
of  Health,  Savile  Row,  London,  W.l. 

World  Health  Budget 

SUM  INCREASED  FOR  1963 

THE  Executive  Board  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation  has  recommen- 
ded a  working  budget  for  1963  of 
$29,956,000  (£10,799,000).  an  increase 
of  18-34  per  cent,  over  the  1962  figure. 
The  proposed  sum  is  to  be  submitted 
to  the  fifteenth  World  Health  Assembly 
in  May  for  approval.  The  Assembly 
will  also  be  asked  to  review  the  codes 
governing  allocation  of  health  grants 
so  that  newly  independent  countries 
may  be  afforded  increased  benefits. 

Price  Maintenance 

BEECHAM  CHAIRMAN'S  COMMENTS 

IN  an  interview  in  the  February  issue 
of  the  Director,  Mr.  H.  G.  L.  Lazell 
(chairman,  Beecham  Group,  Ltd.). 
states  that  if  legislation  is  introduced 
prohibiting  resale  price  maintenance, 
shopkeepers  should  be  given  the  facili- 
ties to  buy  on  exactly  the  same 
terms — provided  they  bought  the  same 
quantities — as  the  multiples  and  other 
large  concerns.  He  sees  a  danger  that 
"  the  big  chains  might  be  able  to  put 
pressure  on  the  manufacturers  and 
squeeze  out  the  small  man." 

British  Standards 

MOULDED  RUBBER  HOT-WATER  BOTTLES 

A  REVISED  British  Standard  Specifi- 
cation (B.S.  1970: 1961)  has  been  issued 
for  moulded  rubber  hot-water  bottles. 
The  specification  now  covers  such  hot- 
water  bottles  for  general  use  (the  origi- 
nal standard,  issued  in  1953,  applied 
only  to  moulded  rubber  hot-water  bot- 
tles for  hospital  use  and  of  capacity 
not  less  than  3|  pints  (2  litres)).  Pro- 
vision is  still  made  for  that  specific  size 
for  hospital  use,  but  the  specification 
now  also  deals  with  dimension,  shape, 


capacity  and  thickness,  and  specifies 
certain  tests.  Marking  and  labelling  re- 
quirements are  given,  and  an  appendix 
includes  advice  on  storage.  Copies  of 
the  standard  may  be  obtained  from  the 
British  Standards  Institution,  Sales 
Branch,  2  Park  Street,  London,  W.l 
(price  4s.  each,  postage  extra).

PRICING  OF  PRESCRIPTIONS 

EXECUTIVE  Councils  have  been  in- 
formed that,  after  consultation  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
(Scotland)  and  the  Scottish  Association 
of  Executive  Councils,  it  has  been  de- 
cided to  mQdify  the  existing  arrange- 
ments for  submitting  prescription  forms 
for  pricing,  in  order  to  eliminate  some 
of  the  clerical  work  by  chemist-contrac- 
tors. Form  EC34  (Scotland)  has  been 
revised  and  chemists  need  no  longer  list 
names  of  doctors  or  numbers  of  pre- 
scriptions appertaining  to  each,  but 
they  are  still  required  to  sort  prescrip- 
tions into  doctor  order,  and  to  state 
the  number  of  prescriptions  and  the 
actual  number  of  forms  submitted.

(Ireland),  Ltd.  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  7, 
1961,  p.  388),  are  being  formally  opened 
at  Santry  Avenue,  Dublin,  on  Feb- 
ruary 19.  Mr.  C.  J.  Haughey  (Minister 
for  Justice)  is  performing  the  opening 
ceremony. 
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NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

A  scheme  is  under  way  to  modern- 
ise the  St.  Peter's  Street  shopping  area 
of  Canterbury,  Kent,  in  time  for  the 
festival  in  mid-June. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  approved 
the  payment  of  an  extra-statutory  grant 
of  3s.  3d.  to  a  chemist  contractor  for 
forty  capsules  obtained  from  the  con- 
tractor by  false  pretences,  states  the 
January  report  of  the  London  Execu- 
tive Council. 

The  prices  of  a  number  of  items  in 
the  Scottish  Drug  Tariff  have  been  re- 
vised as  from  February  1.  They  include 
benzylpenicillin  and  streptomycin  pre- 
parations, morphine  hydrochloride, 
sodium  phenobarbitone  and  salol  tab- 
lets; and  gum  elastic  urethral  catheters. 

Twelve  carboys  of  hydrogen  perox- 
ide and  sixty-seven  5-gallon  drums  of 
methylethyl  ketone  peroxide  exploded 
when  a  lorry  in  which  they  were  being 
transported  from  Laporte  Chemicals, 
Ltd.,  Lower  Walton,  Lanes,  on  Febru- 
ary 6,  caught  fire.  An  unofficial  estimate 
puts  damage  to  surrounding  buildings 
at  £80,000. 

An  application  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society, 
Ltd.,  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  Trade 
Unions  on  behalf  of  8,000  workers  in 
clerical,  sales  and  distributive  grades, 
seeking  a  minimum  increase  of  £1  per 
week  for  employees  twenty-one  years 
of  age  and  over,  with  proportionate 
increases  for  junior  employees. 

Imports  of  Japanese  photographic 
and  cinematographic  equipment  (other 
than  lenses  not  being  accessory  lenses), 
have  been  freed  from  licensing  restric- 
tions following  new  trade  arrangements 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Japan 
for  the  year  ending  September  30. 
Among  the  quotas  fixed  are  surgical 
dressings,  £50,000;  and  binoculars. 
£60,000. 

The  late  Mr.  John  A.  Seath,  M.P.S.. 
who  was  formerly  in  business  in  Fife, 
bequeathed  the  bulk  of  his  estate  of 
£97,000  for  the  benefit  of  aged  people 
in  the  district.  The  money  is  being  in- 
vested in  the  purchase  of  land  in  Dun- 
fermline on  which  rest  houses  of  bun- 
galow type  are  to  be  built.  The  rest 
houses  will  be  granted  at  nominal  or 
low  rents  to  Dunfermline  old  folk.

t    TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

Statistics 

Although  it  is  a  comparatively  straightforward  matter  to  prepare  statis- 
tics relating  to  the  causes  of  death,  and  to  indicate  changes  of  trend,  as 
delineated  in  the  medical  tables  of  the  Registrar-General's  statistical  review 
(p.  108),  considerable  difficulty  arises  when  conclusions  come  to  be  drawn 
in  regard  to  reasons  for  the  changing  pattern.  Various  theories  have  been 
advanced  to  account  for  the  marked  increase  in  deaths  from  cancer  and 
heart  diseases,  some  asserting  that,  with  the  virtual  elimination  of  such 
other  causes  as  diabetes,  pernicious  anaemia,  tuberculosis  and  diphtheria, 
the  field  of  fatal  diseases  has  become  narrowed  and,  in  consequence,  there 
must  be  a  mathematical  increase  in  the  diseases  that  have  not  yet 
responded  to  man's  continuing  quest.  The  tables  have  been  influenced  by 
many  factors,  and  pharmaceutical  research  occupies  an  important  place 
in  the  recorded  progress.  The  reading  of  statistics  has  always  posed  prob- 
lems. In  a  period  of  about  thirty  years,  from  the  late  eighteenth  to  the 
early  nineteenth  centuries,  tables  were  published  of  a  changing  picture  of 
infectious  diseases.  Dr.  William  Farr,  who  "  retired  "  from  medical  practice 
to  take  up  a  position  in  the  Registrar-General's  office  at  an  early  age  and 
became  a  famous  statistician,  was  impressed  by  some  astonishing  changes 
recorded  in  the  period  mentioned  for,  in  the  first  five  years,  smallpox 
accounted  for  nearly  20  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  and  measles  for  less  than 
1  per  cent.,  while  twenty  years  later  measles  had  increased  to  almost  11 
per  cent,  and  smallpox  to  less  than  4  per  cent.  From  the  evidence  before 
him  Farr  propounded  a  theory  called  the  doctrine  of  replacement,  which 
believed  that,  as  one  epidemic  disease  was  overcome,  another  took  its 
place.  Indeed,  many  held  the  opinion  that  little  was  to  be  gained  by 
removing  or  controlling  any  particular  major  cause  of  death  if,  on  its 
disappearance,  another  took  its  place. 

Consultation 

When  I  entered  pharmacy,  the  occasion  for  questioning  the  contents 
of  a  medical  prescription  were  few.  Occasionally,  there  was  an  interesting 
chemical  incompatibility,  to  the  presence  of  which  it  might  be  necessary 
to  call  the  prescriber's  attention,  and  now  and  again  physician  and  phar- 
macopoeia were  discovered  to  be  at  variance  on  what  constituted  a  safe 
dose  of  arsenic  or  strychnine.  But  now,  under  changed  conditions  and  a 
ceaseless  avalanche  of  new  treatments,  the  telephone  is  an  invaluable 
adjunct,  and  the  relations  between  the  doctor  and  the  pharmacist  are  closer 
than  ever  before.  No  pharmacist  can  consider  himself  really  efficient  who 
has  not  compiled  a  memorandum  of  the  habits  of  the  local  doctors — 
consulting  hours,  half-days,  the  quiet  dash  home  for  morning  coffee  and  a 
note  of  any  late  calls ;  in  short,  a  study  of  the  daily  habits  of  that  elusive 
piece  of  quicksilver,  the  modern  physician.  In  my  experience,  the  principal 
reason  for  the  daily  digression  is  that  so  many  of  the  modern  products, 
tablets  or  capsules  are  issued  in  several  strengths,  and  the  doctor  has 
omitted  to  say  which  he  wants,  if  in  fact  he  had  ever  been  aware  that 
there  was  more  than  one  strength.  I  have  sometimes  felt  that  much  of  the 
trouble  is  avoidable,  for  two  tablets  of  2  mgm.  are  equivalent  to  one 
tablet  of  4  mgm.  and  the  taking  of  two  tablets  is  not  beyond  the  capacity 
of  most  patients,  either  arithmetically  or  mechanically. 

Professional  fee 

In  the  course  of  a  discussion  at  Swansea,  following  a  talk  on  the 
economics  of  N.H.S.  dispensing  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Tomski,  the  speaker  was 
asked  (p.  113)  whether,  in  view  of  the  increasing  average  cost  per  prescrip- 
tion, it  would  be  better  to  retain  the  oncost  rather  than  replace  it  with  a 
professional  fee.  The  question  seems  to  indicate  that  pharmacy's  attitude 
to  a  professional  or  commercial  assessment  of  its  position  will  be  governed 
by  finance,  rather  than  by  ideals.  I  should  not  like  to  think  that  any  deci- 
sion taken  in  the  matter  would  be  opportunist,  and  in  the  nature  of  a 
gamble  on  the  short  term  advantages  of  one  or  other. 
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A  Pharmaceutical  Project  for  Iran

ON  February  6  Mr.  Peter  Hanbury, 
F.P.S.  (brother  of  Mr.  John  Hanbury, 
chairman  of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.), 
left  London  for  Teheran  to  become 
general  manager  of  a  new  £l|-million 
pharmaceutical  factory  now  nearing 
completion. 

The  venture  is  the  outcome  of  nego- 
tiations that  commenced  in  February 
1958,  culminating  in  an  agreement 
signed  later  that  year  between  Allen 
&  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  and  the  Iranian  auth- 
orities to  set  up  a  factory  in  Iran  for  the 
manufacture  of  an  extensive  range  of 
prophylactics  and  therapeutic  products. 
The  Iranian  authorities'  choice  of  Bri- 
tish collaboration  was  influenced — there 
can  be  little  doubt — by  the  fact  that, 
during  the  past  two  decades,  the  expec- 
tancy of  life  in  Britain  has  increased 
by  ten  years,  though  the  drug  bill, 
despite  the  discovery  and  wide  use  of 
new  and  better  therapeutic  agents,  has 
remained  a  constant  percentage  of  the 
national  income  (approximately  0-38 
per  cent,  over  the  past  decade).

The  contract  under  which  the  project 
is  operating  specifies  that  the  total  capi- 
tal involved  shall  be  provided  jointly 
by  the  Imperial  and  Pahlavi  Founda- 
tions. The  factory,  designed  by  Messrs. 
Allen  &  Hanburys  in  collaboration 
with  the  architects  J.  M.  Wilson,  H.  C. 
Mason  &  Partners,  Chandos  Street, 
London,  is  sited  fifteen  miles  outside 
Teheran.  It  will,  when  completed,  be 
the  largest  and  most  up-to-date  phar- 
maceutical factory  in  the  Middle  East, 
capable  of  producing  a  wide  range  of 
products  vital  to  health.  Manufacturing 
and  power  plant,  equipment  and  struc- 
tural steel  for  the  factory  have  been 
supplied  almost  entirely  from  Britain. 

The  agreement  will  run  for  a  mini- 
mum period  of  fifteen  years,  with  the 
possibility  of  being  extended  for  a  fur- 
ther ten.  It  specifies  that  Messrs.  Allen 
&  Hanburys  shall  have  full  technical 
control,  and  graduate  chemists  from 
Iran  are  being  trained  in  production 
techniques  at  the  company's  factory  at 
Ware,  Herts. 

Since  the  negotiations  commenced 
Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  have,  of 
course,  joined  the  Glaxo  Group,  and 
many  of  the  products  of  Glaxo  Labora- 


tories, Ltd.,  also  are  to  be  manufactured 
under  licence  in  the  factory.  More  re- 
cently, as  a  result  of  discussions  be- 
tween Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  and 
the  pharmaceuticals  division  of  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  manufac- 
ture in  the  factory,  under  licence,  of  a 
range  of  that  company's  products. 

The  products  of  the  three  companies 
will  cover  a  range  of  medicaments  ade- 
quate to  treat  most  of  the  illnesses, 
severe  and  not  so  severe,  encountered 
in  Iran,  and  any  new  and  better  drugs 
developed  as  a  result  of  their  continu- 
ous and  extensive  research  programmes 
may  become  quickly  available  to  bene- 
fit the  people  of  Iran. 

Statistics  of  the  Market 

During  the  year  1958-59  Iran  impor- 
ted essential  medicines  to  a  value  of 
approximately  £2,500,000,  of  which 
only  a  tenth  was  imported  from  the 
United  Kingdom.  In  1959-60  total  im- 
ports rose  to  over  £4  millions,  while 
imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  in- 
creased by  50  per  cent,  (figures  for  the 
year  1960-61  are  not  yet  available). 
Though  the  trend  in  the  past  has  been 


for  non-British  manufacturers  to  domi- 
nate the  Iranian  market,  it  is  anticipa- 
ted that  the  energetic  action  taken  by 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  and  subse- 
quently by  their  associates  in  this  pro- 
ject, will  rapidly  reverse  that  trend. 

The  existence  of  the  factory,  with 
its  capacity  when  in  full  production  to 
manufacture  so  large  a  range  of  essen- 
tial medical  products,  should  lead  to 
a  great  reduction  of  imports  into  Iran, 
to  better  health  facilities  for  all,  and — 
a  matter  of  importance  to  the  country's 
economy — to  a  saving  of  foreign  ex- 
change. Industrialisation  in  Iran  pro- 
vides opportunities  for  the  export  of 
technical  skills,  and  Messrs.  Allen  & 
Hanburys,  in  recognising  that,  have  en- 
sured that  the  U.K.  plays  an  important 
part  in  such  development. 

A  feature  of  the  project  is  that  the 
Imperial  and  Pahlavi  Foundations, 
which  put  up  the  capital  for  the  fac- 
tory, are  working  in  close  co-operation 
with  welfare  organisations  responsible 
for  providing  free  medical  treatment  for 
the  needy.  That  will  account  for  a  part 
of  the  considerable  total  production 
capacity,  the  balance  being  sold  on  the 
open  market  within  Iran.

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IN  PARLIAMENT

MR.  G.  W.  Proudfoot  announced  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  January  31 
that  he  would  move  a  resolution  on 
February  16  calling  attention  to  mer- 
gers and  the  need  for  competition. 

Industrial  Health  Services 

Mr.  John  Hare  (Minister  of  Labour) 
in  a  written  answer  on  January  31  in- 
formed Mr.  S.  T.  Swingler  that  the 
Government's  policy  was  to  encourage 
the  development  of  industrial  health 
services  on  a  voluntary  basis. 

Oral  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine 

Lord  Balniel  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  when  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
would  become  available  for  routine 
vaccination.  Mr.  Enoch  Powell  (Mini- 
ster of  Health)  in  a  written  reply  on 
January  31  stated  that  he  was  inform- 
ing local  health  authorities  that  sup- 
plies were  available  for  their  use  and 
for  general  practitioners  taking  part  in 
their  arrangements. 

Ether  Sales 

Dr.  D.  Johnson  asked  the  Home 
Secretary  on  February  1  if  he  was 
aware  that  ether  was  being  bought  from 
chemists  by  young  people  for  use  as  an 
intoxicant;  and  if  he  would  take  steps 
to  prevent  the  practice.  Mr.  Fletcher- 
Cooke  (Joint  Under-secretary  of  State, 
Home  Department)  replied  that  there 
was  no  evidence  "  to  suggest  that  there 
is  any  practice  calling  for  preventive 
measures."  Dr.  Johnson  said  that 
although  the  drug  could  be  ostensibly 
bought  for  innocent  purposes  such  as 
cleaning  clothes,  it  could  be  a  danger- 
ous addiction-inducing,  intoxicating 
drug.  Mr.  Fletcher-Cooke  "  We  will 
certainly  keep  the  matter  under  review. 
The  pharmaceutical  organisations  have 
informed  us  that  as  a  matter  of  pro- 
fessional honour  a  chemist  would  not 
sell  ether  unless  satisfied  that  a  pur- 
chaser wanted  it  for  bona  fide  pur- 
poses and  certainly  would  not  give  it 
to  children.  It  is  true  that  an  ingenious 
person  can  use  almost  any  substance 
for  this  sort  of  nefarious  purpose  if  he 
knows  how."  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  asked 
if  there  was  any  reason  to  think  that 
the  habit  was  at  all  widespread  and 
that  there  was  any  real  abuse.  Mr. 
Fletcher-Cooke  "  No,  Sir.  We  have 
no  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  any 
widespread  abuse."

Control  of  New  Drugs 

Mrs.  J.  S.  Butler  asked  on  Febru- 
ary 1  if  the  Home  Secretary  was  satis- 
fied that  all  new  drugs  were  referred, 
where  appropriate,  to  the  Poisons 
Board  to  ensure  that  no  harmful  drug 
was  made  available  to  the  public.  Mr. 
Fletcher-Cooke  (Joint  Under-secre- 
tary of  State,  Home  Department) 
replied :  "  The  Home  Secretary  is  satis- 
fied that  the  arrangements  for  ensuring 
that  new  substances,  where  appropriate, 
are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Board 
are  well  understood  by  the  trade  and 
professional  organisations  concerned." 

Toxic  Chemicals 

Sir  Thomas  Moore  asked  the  Minis- 
ter of  Agriculture  on  February  3  if 
he  would  introduce  legislation  com- 
pelling manufacturers  of  toxic  chemi- 
cals to  obtain  prior  approval  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  before  market- 
ing such  materials.  Mr.  Christopher 
Soames  (Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fish- 
eries and  Food)  said  that  under  the 
existing  voluntary  scheme  no  toxic 
chemical  could  be  marketed  "  until  it 
had  been  cleared  by  the  Government's 
Advisory  Committee."  The  scheme  was 
being  extended  to  require  all  new 
chemicals  to  be  notified  and  not  only 
those  that,  in  the  manufacturers' 
opinion,  could  constitute  a  hazard.  He 
had  no  plans  for  making  notification 
compulsory. 

N.H.S.  Drug  Costs 

Mr.  K.  Robinson  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  February  5  if  he  would 
specify  the  regulations  under  which  he 
had  statutory  powers  for  obtaining  in- 
formation about  the  costs  of  pharma- 
ceutical firms  supplying  drugs  to  the 
National  Health  Service.  Mr.  Powell 
said  "  Under  regulation  55AA  of  the 
Defence  (General)  Regulations,  1939, 
as  amended  and  continued  in  force  by 
the  Emergency  Laws  (Repeal)  Act, 
1959,  firms  supplying  medical  supplies 
for  the  National  Health  Service  may 
be  required  to  furnish  such  informa- 
tion relating  to  the  undertaking  as  may 
be  prescribed."  He  added  later,  "  While 
the  powers  are  here,  this  is  not  neces- 
sarily the  most  effective  way  of  getting 
the  information  required." 


Medical  Research 

Mr.  G.  W.  Lagden  asked  the  Par- 
liamentary Secretary  for  Science  if  he 
was  satisfied  that  adequate  funds  were 
being  made  available  to  carry  out  medi- 
cal research  in  view  of  the  many 
appeals  by  societies  for  gifts  from  the 
public  to  expedite  such  research.  Mr. 
Denzil  Freeth  (Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary, Science)  in  a  written  reply  on 
February  1  stated  that  the  Government 
opinion  was  that  it  should  not  have  a 
monopoly  in  deciding  which  research 
projects  should  receive  financial  sup- 
port. Professional  opinions  on  what 
was  promising  or  worth  while  differed 
from  time  to  time  and  the  existence  of 
both  private  and  public  funds  was  a 
safeguard  against  possible  solutions  in 


Resale  Price  Maintenance 

Mr.  G.  Darling  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  when  he  ex- 
pected to  receive  the  report  of  his  in- 
quiry into  resale  price  maintenance. 
Mr.  Niall  Macpherson  (Parliamentary 
Secretary,  Board  of  Trade)  in  a  written 
answer  on  January  30  said  that  the  fact- 
finding inquiry  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
officials  had  been  completed  in  October 
1961.  The  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  was  studying  the  results. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

Sir  B.  Janner  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  if  he  was  satisfied  that  there 
were  still  sufficient  supplies  of  vaccine 
for  those  people  who  required  to  be 


vaccinated  against  smallpox  and 
whether  all  inquiries  and  requests  from 
parents  for  the  vaccination  of  their 
children  before  returning  to  day  and 
boarding  schools  had  been  adequately 
met.  Mr.  Powell  in  a  written  reply 
on  February  5  stated:  "Central  stocks 
are  ample  and  all  demands  from  local 
health  authorities,  who  have  the 
prime  responsibility  for  arranging  vac- 
cination, can  be  currently  met." 

Inflammable  Spectacle  Frames 

Mr.  J.  Dance  asked  the  Home  Secre- 
tary on  February  1  whether,  in  view 
of  the  additional  evidence  he  had  for- 
warded to  the  Home  Office,  the  Minis- 
ter was  considering  any  further  action 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  inflammable 
materials  in  spectacle  frames,  and 
whether,  as  long  as  cellulose  nitrate 
was  allowed  to  be  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  spectacle  frames,  he  would 
consider  introducing  a  regulation  that 
all  such  frames  sold  in  this  country 
must  be  clearly  stamped  with  the  words 
"  Highly  Inflammable."  Mr.  D.  Renton 
said  "  I  will  discuss  these  suggestions 
with  the  manufacturers  of  spectacle 
frames."  Replying  later  he  added 
"  From  your  experience  (Mr.  Dance's 
spectacles  caught  fire),  and  from  the 
other  cases  you  have  brought  to  our 
notice,  we  feel  we  are  now  justified  in 
approaching  the  manufacturers  with  a 
view  to  discussing  this  potential  danger 
with  them." 

Centrally  Purchased  Drugs 

Mr.  L.  A.  Pavitt  asked  the  Minister 
of  Defence  what  quantities  of  the  four 
groups  of  drugs  now  supplied  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  to  the  hospitals  as  a 
service  of  the  Crown  were  used  in  the 
Services  for  12  months  to  the  last  con- 
venient date.  Mr.  Harold  Watkinson 
(Minister  of  Defence),  in  a  written  re- 
ply on  February  6,  stated  "  It  is 
assumed  that  the  question  refers  to  the 
four  principal  groups  of  drugs  which 
are  now  being  purchased  by  the  Min- 
istry of  Health  from  abroad.  The  quan- 
tities of  those  four  groups  of  drugs 
used  by  the  Services  during  the  period 
January  1961  to  December  31,  1961, 
are  as  follows :  —

Whitley  Council  Guidance 

Mr.  S.  S.  Awbery  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  if  he  was  aware  that  at  the 
Whitley  Council  for  the  Health  Service 
Professional  and  Technical  Council 
held  on  January  16  an  instruction  was 
sent  from  his  department  that  no  agree- 
ment should  be  reached  at  the  present 
time.  That  intervention  was  considered 
by  the  union  as  an  interference  with 
the  principle  of  freedom  of  the  nego- 
tiating machinery.  Mr.  Powell,  in  a 
written  reply  on  February  5,  stated  "  I 
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asked  the  management  side  to  seek  a 
deferment  pending  further  guidance  to 
my  representatives.  I  do  not  accept  that 
this  interferes  with  any  principle." 

Films 

Mr.  S.  T.  Swingler  asked  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  what  tariffs 
on  film  imports  were  at  present  main- 
tained by  the  countries  of  the  Common 
Market,  what  common  external  tariff 
"was  being  proposed  and  how  it  com- 
pared with  the  present  level  of  British 
tariffs  on  film  imports.  Sir  Keith 
Joseph  (Minister  of  State,  Board  of 
Trade),  in  a  written  reply  on  February 
6,  stated: — "For  most  35  mm.  de- 
veloped film  the  present  rates  of  duty 
on  imports  from  outside  the  Common 
Market  are,  per  100  metres: 

Benelux:  12-71  florins; 

France:  7-66-8-73  new  francs; 

Germany:    18    Deutschmarks;  and 

Italy:  4-5-23  dollars. 
The  Common  External  Tariff  is  5  units 
of  account  per  100  metres,  which  is 
equivalent  to  about  1  2/7d.  per  ft.,  as 
compared  with  the  present  full  rate  in 
the  British  tariff  of  Id.  per  ft." 

Rhodamine  B 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  February 
6,  Lady  Summerskill  asked  "  in  what 
circumstances  a  considerable  quantity  of 
carcinogenic  material  (rhodamine  B, 
prohibited  in  1957)  was  permitted  to  be 
sold  to  the  public  in  the  form  of 
'  rock.'  "  Lord  Waldegrave  (Parlia- 
mentary Secretary,  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture), said  there  was  evidence  that  some 
prohibited  food  colouring  substances 
caused  cancer  in  animal  experiments 
when  fed  in  relatively  large  quantities. 
It  was  improbable  that  the  quantities 
used  in  food  represented  so  serious  a 
hazard  to  health  as  to  justify  an  im- 
mediate ban  on  colours  to  which  no 
previous  restrictions  had  applied.  Regu- 
lations made  banning  the  use  of  an 
additive  allowed  a  period  of  grace  to 
give  manufacturers  time  to  alter  their 
production  methods  or  dispose  of  their 
stocks.  If  the  additive  were  proved  to 
cause  a  risk  to  health  sufficient  to  justify 
the  destruction  of  food  it  would  cer- 
tainly be  brought  into  force  forthwith. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Poison  Sold  from  Drug  Store 

Pleading  guilty  at  Wood  Green  magi- 
trates'  court  on  February  2  to  two 
summonses  for  selling  a  poison  ille- 
gally, Mrs.  Olga  E.  Mellowes,  4  Bridge 
Parade,  London,  N.21,  was  given  a  con- 
ditional discharge  for  twelve  months 
on  payment  of  £6  6s.  costs.  Mr.  A.  C. 
Castle,  who  prosecuted  for  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  said  it  was  alleged 
that  Mrs.  Mellowes,  who  was  not 
qualified,  sold  a  preparation  known  as 
Vick  formula  4  cough  linotus,  which 
contained  dextromethorphan,  a  part  I 
poison.  A  second  summons  alleged  that 
in  contravention  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933,  the  container  did 
not  bear  the  seller's  name  and  address. 
Mr.  Castle  said  that  Mrs.  Mellowes 
was  the  wife  of  Mr.  R.  J.  Mellowes, 
M.P.S.,  who  formerly  had  had  a  phar- 
macy at  4  Bridge  Parade.  He  had  lost 
his  manager  and  had  said  it  would 
cost  a  considerable  sum  annually  to 


replace  him.  Mr.  Mellowes  had  trans- 
ferred the  business  to  the  defendant, 
his  wife,  to  be  run  as  a  drug  store.  On 
November  15,  1961,  a  representative  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  gone 
into  the  shop,  asked  for  the  prepara- 
tion, and  been  supplied  with  it.  For 
many  years  Vick  International,  Ltd., 
had  manufactured  household  remedies 
that  did  not  contain  poisons,  but  the 
company  decided  to  bring  out  some 
other  remedies  incorporating  scheduled 
poisons,  and  the  product  sold  by  Mrs. 
Mellowes  and  the  subject  of  the  prose- 
cution was  in  that  category.  A  note  on 
the  carton  containing  the  bottle  said: 
"  Caution.  It  is  dangerous  to  exceed 
the  stated  dose."  That,  said  Mr.  Castle, 
should  make  it  obvious  to  anybody  in 
the  trade  that  the  product  could  be 
sold  only  by  a  qualified  person  and 
that  the  bottle  or  container  should  bear 
the  name  and  address  of  the  seller.  Re- 
plying to  a  question  by  the  chairman 
who  asked  why  the  word  "  Poison " 
was  not  on  the  bottle,  Mr.  Castle  said 
that  the  word  poison  was  not  used  on 
preparations  of  that  kind.  "  It  would 
frighten  the  public."  The  cautionary 
wording  was  used  instead.  Mrs.  Mel- 
lowes told  the  court  that  everything 
possible  had  been  done  to  see  that  no 
such  poisons  were  stocked  at  the  shop 
when  it  became  a  drug  store.  But  some 
customers  had  asked  for  that  prepara- 
tion, and  an  assistant,  who  did  not 
realise  that  it  was  something  which 
she  should  not  stock,  had  ordered  it. 
If  the  assistant  had  examined  the  car- 
ton or  bottle  closely  she  would  have 
seen  the  caution.  "  She  is  an  experi- 
enced assistant  who  has  worked  in  a 
pharmacy,  but  it  was  just  carelessness 
in  unpacking  and  putting  the  linctus 
away  which  made  her  overlook  it," 
added  Mrs.  Mellowes.  At  the  time  of 
the  transfer  of  the  shop  Mr.  Mellowes 
had  taken  about  £400  worth  of  stock 
away,  and  together  they  had  made  sure 
that  everything  was  in  order  for  chang- 
ing from  a  pharmacy  to  a  drug  store. 
"  It  just  didn't  register  with  the  assis- 
tant at  the  time  that  this  was  something 
which  she  should  not  sell,"  she  added. 
The  chairman  said:  "  We  are  taking 
into  account  what  the  prosecution  have 
said  in  your  behalf,  and  we  are  pre- 
pared to  accept  that  this  was  a  mistake 
— a  technical  offence — and  give  you  a 
conditional  discharge  for  twelve  months 
on  payment  of  £3  3s.  costs  of  each 
summons.  We  think  this  will  not  hap- 
pen again,  but  if  there  is  another 
offence  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poi- 
sons Act  in  the  next  twelve  months,  it 
will  go  hard  with  you."

Mr.  Allen, 
born  of  Quaker 
stock  and  him- 
self a  life-long 
member  of  the 
Society  of 
Friends,  joined 
the  family  firm 
in  1896.  As  a 
young  man  he  remembered  the  direc- 
tors of  the  firm  arriving  at  the  office  on 
horseback  to  have  the  reins  taken  by 
the  gateman  as  they  proceeded  to  the 
more  leisurely  business  routine  of  those 
early  days.  He  led  the  company  from 
being  largely  an  old-established  London 
merchant  house,  interested  in  the  grind- 
ing of  drugs  and  spices  and  distillation 
of  essential  oils,  into  the  manufacture 
on  a  large  scale  of  the  present  wide 
range  of  pharmaceutical  and  flavouring 
products.  While  thus  engaging  in  ever- 
increasing  commercial  developments,  he 
continued  to  apply  in  the  highest  degree 
the  traditions  of  quality  and  integrity 
consistently  followed  by  his  family 
predecessors  since  the  foundation  of  the 
firm  by  the  original  Stafford  Allen  in 
1833.  He  was  one  of  the  founder  mem- 
bers, and  a  regular  attender  of  the 
Drug  Club,  later  to  become  the  Whole- 
sale Drug  Trade  Association  (on  whose 
Council  he  served  for  a  great  many 
years)  and  more  recently  the  Associa- 
tion of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  In- 
dustry. For  many  years  he  was  on  the 
essential  oil  committee  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  In  1951  he 
gave  up  his  active  management  of  the 
business  to  become  chairman  of  the 
company  until  1960,  continuing  as  a 
director  and  taking  a  keen  interest  until 
his  death  in  the  new  developments 
currently  in  hand  at  the  Long  Melford 
factory.

UNANIMOUS  VERDICT  AT  REHEARING 

Sale  by  assistant  is  sale  by  proprietor 


AFTER  a  ten-minute  retirement,  mem- 
bers of  the  bench  at  Reigate  borough 
court,  at  a  rehearing  on  February  1, 
gave  a  unanimous  decision  that  Sidney 
William  Hawkins,  Reigate  (see  Janu- 
ary 27,  p.  85)  was  guilty.  It  will  be 
recalled  that,  at  the  first  hearing,  when 
two  justices  were  sitting,  a  rehearing 
had  been  ordered  because  of  an  "  ir- 
reconcilable difference  "  between  them. 

Hawkins  was  found  guilty  of  illegally 
selling  hydrocortisone,  the  sale  not 
being  made  under  the  authority  of  a 
doctor's  prescription.  Fining  him  £40, 
the  chairman  said  that  the  defendant 
had  an  excellent  reputation  as  a  chem- 
ist in  the  district,  and  the  justices  did 
not  wish  to  impose  the  heavy  penalty 
that  could  be  inflicted. 

The  summons  had  been  taken  out  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  was 
represented  by  Mr.  T.  Dewar  (counsel) 
assisted  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Tyrrell.  Hawkins, 
who  pleaded  not  guilty,  was  defended 
by  Mr.  N.  Leggatt.  Mr.  Dewar  said 
that  the  summons  had  been  taken  out 
under  Section  91  of  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act,  1956,  which  imposed  a 
ban  on  the  sale  of  certain  substances 
without  the  authority  of  a  doctor's  pre- 
scription. On  August  28  a  Miss  Mar- 
jorie  Marrable,  who  was  employed  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  went  into 
Hawkins'  shop  in  Prices  Lane,  Reigate, 
which  was  a  chemist's  shop  incorporat- 
ing a  sub-post-office.  She  first  of  all 
went  to  the  post-office  counter  and 
bought  a  postal  order.  Then  she  visited 
the  chemist's  counter,  where  she  was 
served  by  a  Mr.  Fairclough.  She  asked 
for  Cortril,  and  Mr.  Fairclough  pro- 
duced a  tube  of  ointment  and  said: 
"  This  is  not  Cortril,  but  it  is  the  same. 
Several  people  make  it."  Miss  Marrable 
bought  the  ointment.  Mr.  Eugene  Hunt 
(Pharmaceutical  Society  inspector),  was 
outside  the  shop.  When  he  entered,  Mr. 
Hawkins  was  at  the  post-office  counter 
and  Mr.  Fairclough  at  the  chemist's 
counter.  "  Mr.  Hunt  is  quite  well 
known  to  chemists  in  the  district," 
added  Mr.  Dewar,  "and  that  explains 
why  he  did  not  go  in  himself  to  make 
a  purchase."  To  Mr.  Hunt's  question, 
Hawkins  said  he  knew  nothing  about 
the  sale  of  hydrocortisone.  Mr.  Fair- 
clough admitted  making  the  sale  and 
said  he  knew  that  the  ointment  could 
only  be  sapplied  on  a  prescription.  He 
said  he  had  sold  it  because  he  recog- 
nised the  lady  as  a  regular  customer. 
"  We  say  there  is  an  absolute  prohibi- 
tion on  the  selling  of  these  goods," 
said  Mr.  Dewar.  "Even  if  Mr.  Haw- 
kins knew  nothing  about  it,  and  even 
if  Mr.  Fairclough  was  selling  contrary 
to  his  employer's  instructions.  This 


was  a  sale  by  Mr.  Hawkins  whether  he 
knew  about  it  or  not."  In  evidence 
Miss  Marrable  said  she  paid  8s.  2d. 
for  the  ointment.  She  did  not  present 
a  prescription  for  it.  Mr.  Hunt  said 
that,  when  Mr.  Fairclough  told  him  he 
had  sold  the  ointment  to  Miss  Mar- 
rable because  she  was  a  regular  custo- 
mer and  had  had  it  before,  he  (witness) 
pointed  out  that  she  was  his  agent  and 
did  not  live  in  the  district.  When  he 
told  Hawkins  that  the  matter  would  be 
reported  as  an  irregular  sale,  Hawkins' 
reaction  was  that  it  was  too  bad  that 
chemists  should  be  expected  to  comply 
strictly  with  legal  requirements.  Mr. 
Hawkins  said  in  evidence  that  he  knew 
nothing  about  the  sale  until  it  was 
brought  to  his  attention  by  Mr.  Hunt. 
Mr.  Fairclough  had  been  in  his  employ 
for  three  years  and  before  that  had 
been  a  dispenser  in  London  for  five  or 


six  years.  Altogether  he  had  spent 
about  thirty  years  in  pharmacies.  He 
was  not  employed  by  witness  now.  Mr. 
Fairclough  had  no  authority  to  sell 
therapeutic  substances  without  prescrip- 
tions. Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Dewar, 
Hawkins  said  that  Fairclough  had  car- 
ried out  dispensing  under  his  super- 
vision and  served  regularly  at  the 
chemist's  counter.  Hawkins  denied 
making  the  comment  to  Mr.  Hunt 
about  legal  requirements.  He  had 
merely  made  a  reference  to  the  fact 
that  members  of  the  other  professions 
often  caused  embarrassment  between 
pharmacists  and  members  of  the  pub- 
lic by  not  being  fully  conversant  with 
the  Act.  Mr.  Leggatt  said  that  the  Act 
stated  "  no  person  shall  sell "  and, 
approaching  that  explanation  for  the 
first  time,  one  would  expect  the  words 
to  mean  what  they  appeared  to  mean. 
Accordingly  it  was  quite  plain  that, 
since  no  prescription  had  been  provi- 
ded, Mr.  Fairclough  was  guilty  of  an 
offence,  but  he  was  not  before  the 
court.  If  Mr.  Fairclough  had  been  ex- 
pressly authorised  to  do  that  act — and 
it  was  not  even  suggested  he  was — that 
would  be  another  matter.  In  the  present 
case  the  servant  had  neither  express 
nor  apparent  authority.  "  You  cannot 
visit  the  offence  of  the  servant  upon  the 
master  simply  because  the  money  from 
a  sale  was  put  in  the  till,"  submitted 
Mr.  Leggatt.  After  the  conviction  had 
been  announced,  Mr.  Dewar  said  he 
had  been  instructed  not  to  ask  for 
costs.

THREE  hundred  and  fifty  members 
and  guests  attended  the  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary dinner  and  dance  of  the  South-east 
London  Chemists'  Association,  held  at 
Eltham  on  February  1.

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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 

Meeting  of  Executive  Committee 


THE  Executive  Committee  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  met  at 
Mallinson  House,  London,  W.C.2,  on 
January  24,  Mr.  A.  Howells  in  the 
chair. 

The  business  of  the  meeting  included 
reports  (a)  from  the  secretary,  and  (b) 
from  the  chairmen  of  the  various  sub- 
committees that  had  met  on  January 
10  and  23.  A  number  of  other  items 
of  importance  were  considered. 

The  Secretary  reported  that,  owing 
to  the  serious  postal  delays,  consider- 
able difficulty  had  been  experienced  in 
running  the  January  clearance.  Many 
schedules  had  been  delayed  in  the  post, 
and  it  had  proved  necessary  to  make 
special  arrangements  to  deal  with  them. 
In  spite  of  the  difficulties,  the  clearance 
had  been  completed,  though  it  had 
proved  necessary  to  make  arrangements 
for  parcels  to  be  posted  outside 
London. 

Sponsored  Products  and  Marketing 

Sales  figures  for  the  year  ended  Dec- 
ember 31,  1961,  were  reviewed,  and  it 
was  noted  that  substantial  increases 
had  been  made  in  all  product  groups. 
Correspondence  with  the  manufacturers 
about  a  gift  voucher  on  Maclean's 
tooth-paste  cartons  was  considered.  The 
Committee  endorsed  a  suggestion  made 
to  the  manufacturers  by  the  secretary 
that,  in  future,  proposals  regarding 
special  offers  should  be  made  known  to 
the  N.P.U.  confidentially  in  advance,  to 
give  an  opportunity  of  commenting  on 
any  features  that  the  private  chemist 
might  find  objectionable.  Considera- 
tion was  also  given  to  a  decision  by  the 
manufacturers  of  Panets  to  widen  their 
channels  of  distribution  so  as  to  in- 
clude sales  outlets  other  than  retail 
pharmacies.  The  Committee  felt  that 
that  action  was  to  be  deplored,  not- 
withstanding the  manufacturer's  sin- 
cerity in  informing  representatives  of 
the  N.P.U.  before  embarking  on  that 
policy. 

The  response  from  shopfitters  to  the 
N.P.U.'s  National  Pharmacy  Modern- 
isation Project  was  reported  to  have 
been  exceptionally  good,  over  fifty 
firms  having  accepted  the  Union's  in- 
vitation to  tender  schemes.  February 
28  was  provisionally  fixed  as  closing 
date  for  submitting  schemes.  Informa- 
tion from  the  business  selected  for  the 
project,  covering  the  first  three  months 
of  the  pre-modernisation  period,  had 
been  analysed,  and  details  would  be 
published  in  the  February  issue  of  the 
N.P.U.  Supplement,  with  further  re- 
ports from  time  to  time  throughout  the 
period  of  the  project. 

General  Practice  of  Pharmacy 

The  subcommittee  set  up  in  Novem- 
ber to  consider  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  General  Practice  of 
Pharmacy  had  given  preliminary  con- 
sideration to  it  and  had  prepared  a  set 
of  "  Notes  for  Discussion  "  high-light- 
ing the  main  features  of  the  report. 
The  notes,  which  were  not  intended  in 
any  way  to  indicate  the  views  of  the 
subcommittee,  are  being  made  available 
to  N.P.U.  branch  secretaries  for  use  at 
branch  meetings  when  the  report  is 
under  consideration.  It  is  hoped  that 


the  notes  will  encourage  members  to 
examine  critically  those  sections  of  the 
report  which  are  likely  to  affect  the 
future  of  retail  pharmacy. 

Proposed  Associates'  Section 

Consideration  was  given  to  a  docu- 
ment prepared  in  the  office  setting  out 
proposals  for  forming  the  proposed 
Associates'  Section  (see  p.  153).  Out- 
line draft  constitution  and  rules  were 
approved,  and  it  was  agreed  that 
details,  and  an  invitation  to  all  em- 
ployee pharmacists,  should  be  sent  to 
the  pharmaceutical  Press. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  an- 
nual reports  published  for  the  N.P.U. 


group  of  organisations.  In  the  past, 
separate  reports  have  been  prepared 
for  each  organisation,  and  circulation 
has  been  limited.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  reports  for  1960/61  should  be  con- 
solidated into  a  single  report,  which 
should  be  of  an  informative  nature  and 
be  made  available  to  all  members  of 
the  organisations.  Draft  proposals  for 
the  report  were  considered  in  detail 
and  approved  in  principle.  The  report 
is  being  distributed  later  in  the  year  to 
the  organisations  concerned. 

Area  Meeting 

Arrangements  for  an  Area  Meeting 
to  be  held  at  Buxton  on  Sunday,  May 
13,  were  approved. 

It  was  agreed  to  hold  an  N.P.U. 
Branch  Representatives'  conference  in 
London  at  2  p.m.  on  Thursday  May  31. 


FOOD  CONTROL  AND  ADVERTISING 

Lectures  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Health 


ADDRESSING  a  meeting  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Health  in  Birmingham  on 
January  26,  Mr.  A.  H.  Coombes  (city 
analyst)  said  that  present-day  standards 
of  purity  and  quality  of  food  in  the 
United  Kingdom  were  as  high  as  any- 
where in  the  world,  although  many 
might  deprecate  the  use  of  additives 
and  pesticides  and  frown  at  certain 
advertisements.  He  considered  the  ex- 
tent of  deliberate  adulteration  was  now 
negligible. 

With  regard  to  food  additives,  Mr. 
Coombes  said  much  concern  had  been 
voiced  during  the  past  fifteen  years 
over  the  extended  use  of  synthetic  anti- 
oxidants and  emulsifying,  stabilising 
and  colouring  agents  in  processing.  "  It 
is  fortunate,"  he  added,  "  that  present- 
day  manufacturers  are  fully  alive  to 
their  responsibilities  in  the  use  of  food 
additives.  It  is  equally  fortunate  that 
the  Government,  through  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  controls  the  use  of  pesti- 
cides and  educates  farmers  in  their 
use." 

He  considered  the  problem  of  de- 
veloping analytical  methods  for  trace 
additives  constituted  the  greatest  chal- 
lenge to  the  analyst  today.  He  thought 
the  current  tendency  in  additive  legisla- 
tion of  compiling  lists  of  permitted 
substances  rather  than  prohibited  ones 
was  a  positive  approach.  The  Colour- 
ing Matter  in  Food  regulations  issued 
in  1957  had  listed  thirty  harmless  or- 
ganic colouring  agents  as  the  only  ones 
permissible  in  foods,  and  that  had 
stopped  the  use  of  colours  of  unknown 
toxicity  (not  therefore  in  previous 
"  prohibited "  lists),  such  as  certain 
newer  coal  tar  dyes. 

Misleading  Advertisements 

Turning  to  the  question  of  advertis- 
ing, Mr.  Coombes  pointed  out  that  the 
1955  Food  and  Drugs  Act  embraced 
misleading  labelling  and  advertising.  He 
made  a  point  of  distinguishing  between 
misdescription  of  a  product,  as  on  a 
false  label,  which  could  be  checked 
analytically,  and  the  less  controllable 
practice  of  using  misleading  advertise- 
ments. He  cited  extravagant  claims  for 
mineral  and  vitamin  products;  "lyri- 
cal "  claims  for  the  natural  constitu- 
ents of  food,  especially  glucose  and, 
to  a  lesser  extent,  protein;  and  claims 


for  slimming  "  foods."  Though  outside 
the  scope  of  his  present  lecture,  he 
considered  "  of  equal,  if  not  greater, 
importance  to  the  public  at  large,"  mis- 
leading claims  for  medicines.  He  noted 
that  a  code  of  advertising  for  those 
products  was  already  in  operation. 

In  another  paper,  Dr.  W.  G.  C. 
Strawbridge  (deputy  director,  Birming- 
ham Public  Health  Laboratory)  ex- 
pressed the  need  for  a  new  approach 
to  the  bacteriological  control  of  food. 
During  1959  there  had  been  7,846  cases 
of  food  poisoning  in  England  and 
Wales,  which  was  7  per  cent,  more  than 
in  the  previous  year.  Infection  was  not 
now  caused  only  by  Salmonella  typhi- 
muriUm,  but  also  by  other  strains  that 
until  recently  were  rare  or  unknown 
in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  speaker 
observed  that  once  food  products  were 
on  sale  to  the  general  public  they  were 
only  examined  for  bacterial  contamina- 
tion if  complaints  were  made  to  the 
authorities.  "  Though  outbreaks  are 
relatively  frequent  it  is  not  always  pos- 
sible to  track  the  source  of  the  respon- 
sible organism."  Investigations  were 
needed  on  a  large  scale,  and  in  those, 
trained  epidemiologists  should  be  con- 
sulted. 

Dr.  Strawbridge  concluded  by  criti- 
cising the  extent  to  which  contamina- 
ted foodstuffs  from  abroad  had  been 
allowed  to  contaminate  relatively  pure 
substances  produced  on  the  home  mar- 
ket, and  he  advocated  closer  links  be- 
tween importers  and  bacteriologists  so 
that  samples  might  be  analysed  before 
bulk  purchases  are  made.

THE  British  glass  container  industry,  fully  automatic 
where  it  caters  for  runs  of  250,000  or  more,  has  also 
to  meet  demands  for  smaller  quantities  for  which  such 
methods  would  be  uneconomic. 

In  the  second  category  come  many  of  the  containers  for  the 
perfumery,  cosmetic  and  pharmaceutical  industries.  They  often 
call  for  specially  designed  and/or  coloured  containers.  Certain 
British  manufacturers  principally  cater  for  them.  Production, 
highly  mechanised  though  it  is,  involves  stages  in  which  the 
skill  of  the  human  hand  continues  to  be  called  for.  Indeed, 
teamwork  as  well  as  dexterity  are  demanded,  for  the  operations 
have  to  be  timed  to  fit  in  with  the  less  flexible  rhythms  of  the 
machine. 

Creation  of  the  container  begins  when  molten  glass  is 
gathered  on  an  iron  and  held  over  a  mould  corresponding  to 
the  external  shape  required.  A  portion  of  the  gather,  gauged 
with  an  accuracy  born  of  acquired  experience,  is  cut  off  by 
hand  shears  and  dropped  into  the  mould.  The  glass  is  then 
blown  down  to  form  an  initial  shape  known  as  a  "parison.'" 
That  is  transferred  to  a  finishing  mould  in  which  it  is  blown 
to  the  final  shape  of  the  bottle  or  jar.  From  the  mould  the 
container  is  removed  by  hand  tongs  and  carried  to  an  annealing 
lehr  in  which  it  is  cooled  under  control.  Once  made,  it  is  tested 
for  weight,  capacity,  dimensions  and  state  of  annealing. 

The  usual  batch  mix  of  glass  in  semi-automatic  production 
is  about  9  cwt.  The  raw  materials  are  melted  down  separately 
in  crucibles  in  which,  if  necessary,  any  number  of  colours  can 
be  melted  at  the  same  time.  Almost  any  colour  can  today  be 
provided  by  the  glassmaker,  but  colour  mixes  have  to  be  kept 
well  separated  from  one  another  to  avoid  contamination,  for 
often  a  minute  quantity  of  colorant  from  another  batch  could 
completely  spoil  a  mix.  In  making  containers  destined  to  hold 
drugs,  other  special  mixes  are  required,  the  purpose  being  to 
ensure  that  no  reaction  occurs  between  the  wall  of  the  con- 
tainer and  its  content. 

Many  of  the  moulds  used  in  the  manufacture  of  glass  con- 
tainers are  made  at  the  individual  glassworks.  They  are,  of 
course,  kept.  After  an  order  has  been  completed  they  are 
cleaned,  oiled  and  stored  ready  for  repeat  orders  which,  even 
after  a  lapse  of  time,  can  be  met  with  the  assurance  that  the 
containers  coming  from  them  will  be  identical  in  every  way 
with  those  of  the  original  order. 

The  industry  boasts  that  it  has  kept  abreast  of  a  demand 
which  its  own  efficiency  has  done  much  to  create.

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HYPOCHOLESTEROLAEMIC  ACTION 


'The  reduction  or  control  of  fat  consumption  under  medical  supervision,  with  reasonable 
substitution  of  poly-unsaturated  for  saturated  fats,  is  recommended  as  a  possible  means 
of  preventing  atherosclerosis  and  decreasing  the  risk  of  heart  attacks  and  strokes.

THE  WORLD'S  LARGEST  PRODUCERS  OF  COD  LIVER  OIL 
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Agonising  but  Imperative 

Approximately  one-third  of  retail  chemists'  income  is 
obtained  from  that  part  of  the  business  over  which  they 
have  little  control,  says  the  Nielsen  Drug  Index  special 
retailer  report  reviewing  the  period  March  9,  1961  to 
September  7,  1961. 

Whilst  turnover  from  counter  sales  increased  by  7-5 
per  cent,  to  a  record  £92,863,000,  National  Health  Ser- 
vice receipts  were  14-7  per  cent,  higher  at  almost  £46 
millions,  and  represented  more  than  33  per  cent,  of 
turnover. 

The  report  points  out  that  the  chemist  is  not  able  to 
use  many  of  the  "  sales  techniques "  to  attract  more 
customers  into  his  dispensary,  though  it  is  still  permis- 
sible for  him  to  use  his  skill  and  make  his  pharmacy 
attractive  to  customers  purchasing  his  traditional  stock. 
The  report  continues  "  The  modern  trend  of  retailing 
towards  '  one-stop  shopping '  suggests  that  the  time  is 
now  ripe  for  chemists  to  make  a  reappraisal  of  their 
position  in  the  retail  field."  It  is  then  suggested  that  par- 
ticular attention  will  have  to  be  paid  to  those  sections 
of  retail  pharmacy  that  require  specialist  knowledge. 
The  dispensing  of  a  prescription  is  a  job  for  a  specialist. 
"  If  the  same  impression  could  be  actively  propagated 
in  the  minds  of  the  public  when  they  are  shopping  for 
cosmetics  and  toilet  articles,  baby  products,  photographic 
equipment  and  merchandise  of  a  similar  nature,  the 
retail  side  of  pharmacy  would  acquire  almost  the  same 
high  ethical  standing  as  its  professional  associate."  .  .  . 
"The  need  is  for  further  specialisation,  so  that  the  re- 
tail chemist's  reputation  can  be  even  more  enhanced 
by  offering  to  the  public  expert  advice  on  a  wide  range 
of  products  which  are  not  purchased  automatically  as 
a  normal  grocery  item.  High  sales  of  retail  items  with 
a  universal  appeal  can  be  obtained  by  mass  displays 
and  special  offers  etc.,  but  in  certain  fields  the  prospec- 
tive buyer  is  also  seeking  advice  and  assistance  to  help 
him  decide  what  particular  item  best  suits  his  purpose. 
It  is  in  those  areas  of  retail  activity  that  expert  know- 
ledge will  always  succeed  over  the  market-place  type  of 
trade  so  common  in  modern  retailing." 

How  excellent  that  advice  is,  but  how  difficult  it  can 
be  to  carry  out.  Retail  pharmacists,  who  have  so  re- 
cently had  a  vicious  cut  in  their  N.H.S.  payments,  need 
no  reminding  how  little  control  they  have  over  that 
side  of  their  business.  The  Nielsen  commentary  is 
indeed  apposite.  Unfortunately  the  answer  is  not  the 
same  for  every  business  and  each  chemist  must  carry 
out  his  own  reappraisal  and  find  his  own  answer. 


Employee  Organisation 

Recognition  that  the  various  sectors  of  pharmacy  are 
interdependent,  and  that  the  well-being  of  the  pharma- 
cists in  retail,  wholesale,  hospital  or  manufacturing 
pharmacy  depends  upon  the  status  of  each  of  the  others, 
has  developed  relatively  slowly  within  the  profession, 
though  it  has  now  come  quite  wide. 

The  proposed  formation  of  an  Associates'  Section  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  (see  p.  133)  is  evi- 
dence of  a  greater  corporate  spirit  and  is,  from  that 
view  alone,  to  be  welcomed.  On  a  number  of  occasions 
in  the  past  attempts  have  been  made  to  organise  em- 
ployee pharmacists  into  active  groups,  but  rarely  have 
those  efforts  been  crowned  by  success.  One  rock  on 
which  they  have  foundered  is  the  difficulty,  and  the 
financial  strain,  of  organising  a  central  headquarters 
and  permanent  secretarial  services,  and  if  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  following  the  lead  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association,  is  ready  to  provide  those  services, 
the  employed  pharmacists  may  well  feel  that  at  last 
successful  organisation  is  within  their  grasp. 

At  the  moment  a  number  of  questions  must  neces- 
sarily arise  in  the  mind  of  an  employee  pharmacist  who 
has  the  scheme  before  him.  For  example,  what  is  to  be 
the  financial  outlay  ?  Will  there  be  local  branch  activi- 
ties ?  What  type  of  activities  are  envisaged  to  raise  em- 
ployee status  ?  Will  they  extend  to  salary  negoti- 
ations ?  All  possible  queries  of  that  sort  should  be 
thought  of  in  advance  by  those  proposing  to  attend  the 
meeting,  so  that  the  constitutional  points  may  be  fully 
understood  and  agreed  upon  from  the  start. 

Looking  at  the  proposed  constitution  (p.  153),  we 
speculate  as  to  the  wisdom  of  extending  membership 
to  all  employed  pharmacists,  irrespective  of  their  sphere 
of  activity.  Hospital  pharmacists  have  already  their  own 
organisation,  which  they  will  naturally  wish  to  main- 
tain, and  which  already,  we  believe,  has  some  liaison 
with  the  N.P.U.  Retail  pharmacy  employees,  on  the 
other  hand,  are  not  only  at  present,  for  all  practical 
purposes,  unorganised,  but  have  a  close  identity  of 
interest  with  their  employers  in  contract  with  Executive 
Councils. 

By  so  limiting  the  membership,  each  unfettered  group 
can  continue  to  tackle  energetically  its  own  individual 
problems,  while  still  contributing  to  the  wider  considera- 
tions of  policy. 

A  Giant  Crane  to  Clean  a  Window 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  rejected  a  suggestion  that 
Executive  Councils  should  be  given  discretion  to  deal 
with  all  cases  involving  lost  prescription  forms  without 
referring  them  to  the  Ministry.  The  decision  is  con- 
tained in  a  Ministry  letter  to  the  Executive  Councils 
Association  (England).  It  states :  — 

The  records  show  that  claims  of  this  nature  amount  only 
to  about  twelve  a  year  for  all  Executive  Councils.  Experi- 
ence has  shown  that  it  is  not  feasible  to  adopt  a  standard 
basis  for  settlement  and  each  claim  dealt  with  by  the 
Department  is  judged  on  its  merits,  and  the  basis  for 
payment  decided  in  the  light  of  the  particular  circum- 
stances. It  is  not  considered  that  it  would  be  practicable 
to  issue  guidance  to  cover  all  the  types  of  claims  and  in 
addition,  for  the  majority  of  claims  exceeding  £15  it  is 
necessary  in  any  event  for  the  Department  to  report  fully 
to  the  Treasury  and  to  obtain  their  approval  to  the  pay- 
ments proposed.  For  these  reasons  I  regret  that  it  is  not 
possible  to  agree  to  the  extension  of  the  Executive 
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Councils'  delegated  authority  for  dealing  with  this  small 

group  of  claims  beyond  the  present  limit. 

Shades  of  Parkinson's  law!  Whilst  as  citizens  we 
must  endorse  all  reasonable  attempts  by  Government 
departments  to  ensure  that  stringent  control  is  effected 
on  Government  finances,  we  do  suggest  that,  in  a 
matter  involving  so  few  claims  in  a  year,  it  would  be 
probably  a  less  costly,  and  certainly  less  cumbersome, 
routine  to  give  the  Executive  Councils  the  authority 
they  seek.  A  flow-process  chart  showing  all  the  stages 
in  the  present  routine  might  be  enlightening  and  salu- 
tory  to  those  who  insist  on  adhering  to  the  status  quo. 
The  chart  might  also  indicate  why  chemist  contractors 
are  justified  in  believing  that  savings  in  N.H.S.  costs 
could  be  effected  in  sectors  other  than  the  pharmacy. 

Onward  from  Galen 

A  CURRENT  CAUSBRIE 

"  When  I  bought  a  pharmacy  in  Jersey,"  writes  a  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  who  settled  in  the  island  in 
1961,  "I  thought  I  should  be  securing  an  easy  life  for 
myself  and  my  family.  Most  of  my  pharmaceutical  friends 
in  England  said  "How  wonderful!  No  Health  Service  and 
no  purchase  tax ! "  In  practice  we  have  found  that  a  return 
to  pre-N.H.S.  conditions  is  not  so  Utopian  as  would  at  first 
appear.  It  is  nice  to  be  paid  for  medicines  at  the  proper 
price  and  at  the  time  of  dispensing.  But  most  chemist  con- 
tractors have  forgotten  the  time  and  work  involved  in 
copying,  stamping,  wrapping  and  pricing-out  each  prescrip- 
tion— and  the  cost  of  prescription  books  and  prescription 
envelopes.  Most  of  them,  too,  have  finished  work  when 
they  close  their  doors  at  6  or  7  p.m.  The  doctor  who  sends 
us  his  dispensing  telephones  us  at  about  6.30  p.m.  (after 
surgery)  with  twenty  or  thirty  prescriptions  to  be  dispensed 
and  delivered,  most  of  them  the  same  evening.  There  are 
no  street-lamps  in  Jersey,  and  no  signposts,  and  most  of 
the  outlying  farms  to  which  we  have  to  deliver  are  at  the 
end  of  rough,  muddy  cart-tracks  that  are  equally  hard  on 
the  car  and  the  temper,  especially  when  you  find,  as  you 
are  apt  to,  that  you  have  come  to  the  wrong  farm  after  all 
(they  seldom  have  names  up!).  Still,  as  they  say  in  Jersey, 
"  it  will  be  nice  in  the  summer,  ay  ?  "  Most  of  the  medicines 
are  delivered  C.O.D.,  so  that,  even  if  you  have  picked  the 
right  farm  or  cottage,  it's  highly  probable  that  you  will 
be  told  "  put  it  on  the  account,"  which  means  that  payment 
will  be  made  in  several  weeks'  time,  if  at  all.  Or  the  cus- 
tomer may  be  out  or  simply  have  no  money.  If  you  don't 
leave  the  medicine  your  professional  conscience  pricks.  If 
you  do,  the  chances  of  getting  your  money  are  about  fifty- 
fifty.  So  there's  quite  a  bit  to  be  said  for  the  N.H.S.,  after 
all.  A  Health  Service  has  been  mooted  for  Jersey,  and  the 
idea  in  principle  has  been  approved  by  the  States,  but  many 
people  in  the  profession  think  that  it  will  never  materialise. 
The  General  Post  Office,  whose  employees  pay  English 
taxes,  runs  its  own  health  service,  under  which  Post  Office 
employees  have  a  choice  of  four  doctors  from  whom  they 
obtain  prescriptions  on  a  form  similar  to  an  EC10,  which 
the  chemist  submits  to  the  head  postmaster  for  payment. 
The  difference  is  that  the  chemist  prices  the  script  himself 
and  sends  his  bill,  for  which  he  receives  a  cheque.  Since 
the  doctors  take  full  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  pre- 
scribe necessary  drugs  unhampered  by  consideration  for  the 
patient's  pocket,  the  scheme  is  quite  remunerative  to  the 
pharmacist.  The  absence  of  purchase  tax  in  Jersey  means  a 
higher  percentage  profit,  but  oh!  the  headache  of  working 
out  the  retail  price  from  lists  that  give  retail  prices  includ- 
ing tax!  Some  manufacturers,  mostly  of  cosmetics,  do  issue 
a  special  Channel  Islands  price  list,  but  it  is  the  dozens  of 
small  items  usually  bought  from  wholesalers  that  are  so 
hard  to  remember.  Life  in  Jersey  is,  however,  very  pleasant. 
The  climate  is  mild  and  life  is  in  many  ways  easy-going. 


To  preserve  an  atmosphere  of  crisp  efficiency  is  not  easy 
when  goods  ordered  from  the  mainland  may  take  anything 
from  three  days  to  four  weeks  to  arrive!  Even  their  arrival 
in  Jersey  is  no  guarantee  that  one  will  get  them  quickly. 
Some  items  require  Customs  clearance  and  some  have  even 
been  known  to  be  on  the  quay  unnoticed  for  weeks!  All 
that,  of  course,  contributes  to  the  charm  of  Jersey.  Without 
it  we  might  as  well  be  in  England,  N.H.S.,  purchase  tax 
and  all ! " 

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 

A  NEW  ORAL  DIURETIC 

The  activity  of  a  new  oral  diuretic  is  reported  from  Edg- 
ware  General  Hospital,  Middlesex,  by  Donnelly  and  Turner 
{Lancet,  1962.  I.  245).  It  was  produced  as  the  first  of  a  new 
series  of  compounds,  and  preliminary  reports  suggested  that 
it  not  only  inhibits  the  salt-retaining  effects  of  aldosterone 
and  other  steroids,  but  also  exerts  a  diuretic  effect  in  adreno- 
lectomised  animals  and  will  potentiate  the  action  of  other 
diuretics.  The  substance  is  2,4,7-triamino-6-phenylteridine.* 
The  trial  was  conducted,  using  doses  of  100-200  mgm.  daily, 
on  thirteen  patients  suffering  from  severe  fluid  retention. 
Five  were  put  on  potassium  supplements  also,  three  were 
allowed  to  continue  on  diuretics  already  being  taken  and  in 
two  cases  chlorothiazide  was  given  concurrently.  On  the 
basis  of  diuretics,  weight  loss,  disappearance  of  signs  of 
oedema  and  mildness  or  absence  of  side-effects,  a  satisfactory 
response  was  obtained  in  all  cases.  Out  of  a  further  seven 
patients  treated  since  preparation  of  the  report,  three  re- 
sponded well,  two  moderately  well  and  one  gave  a  poor 
result.

METRONIDAZOLE    IN  TRICHOMONIASIS 

The  efficacy  of  oral  metronidazole  (chemically  1-/3- 
hydroxyethyl-2-methyl-5-nitroimidazole)*  in  the  treatment 
of  trichomoniasis  of  the  female  has  been  illustrated  further 
by  a  trial  in  200  patients  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital  for  Wanen, 
Manchester,  reported  by  Watt  and  Jennison  (Brit.  med.  J., 
1962.  I.  276).  After  identification  of  the  infecting  organism, 
Trichomonas  vaginalis,  each  case  was  put  on  a  standard 
course  of  600  mgm.  daily  for  one  week  and  regarded  as 
cured  if  clinically  and  bacteriologically  free  from  infection 
for  three  months.  Some  who  showed  recurrence  of  symp- 
toms were  re-treated  with  1,200  mgm.  daily  for  seven  days 
or  600  mgm.  daily  for  fourteen  days;  efforts  were  made  to 
examine  male  consorts  of  those  and  adopt  concurrent 
therapy  if  T.  vaginalis  was  identified  in  them.  Ultimate 
cure  resulted  in  80-6  per  cent,  of  patients,  while  another 
13  per  cent,  defaulted  apparently  cured.  Treatment  of  the 
female  alone  ultimately  cured  73-2  per  cent.  Six  patients 
showed  treatment  failure,  and  late  recurrence  after  initial 
response  occurred  in  thirty-eight.  The  authors  consider  that 
metronidazole  has  rendered  obsolete  other  methods  of  treat- 
ment. Evidence  of  acquired  resistance,  though  lacking  at 
present,  appears  theoretically  possible  and  might  be  fostered 
by  inadequate  dosage.

From  "  An  Examen  of  Witches  "  by  Henry  Boguet. 
Lyons,  1590. 

Let  us  examine  by  what  ills  witches  afflict  mankind  particu- 
larly. I  maintain  that  they  afflict  people  with  all  kinds  of  ills 
of  the  stomach  and  the  head  and  the  feet,  with  cholic, 
paralysis,  apoplexy,  leprosy,  epilepsy,  dropsy,  strangury,  etc. 
And  this  they  do  easily  with  the  help  of  Satan,  who  secretly 
causes  persons  to  swallow  certain  poisons  and  drugs;  or  per- 
haps the  witches  themselves  mix  them  with  their  food  and 
drink.  And  according  to  the  composition  of  the  poison  it 
will  spread  over  the  whole  body  or  attack  only  one  mem- 
ber; for,  says  Cardan,  there  are  poisons  which  do  not  cause 
death,  but  continually  attack  one  of  the  victims'  members. 
Again,  according  to  Theophrastus,  the  poison  may  take  two, 
three,  or  six  months  to  prepare,  and  the  illness  of  him  who 
is  bewitched  will  continue  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time 
according  to  the  time  taken  to  collect  the  ingredients  of  the 
drug.

More  recommendations  for  safe  use 


THE  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  issued 
recommendations  for  the  safe  use  of 
sulfotep  (bis  -  OO  -  diethylphosphoro- 
thionic  anhydride),  an  organo  phos- 
phorus insecticide  included  in  the  Agri- 
culture (Poisonous  Substances)  Regula- 
tions as  a  Second  Schedule  Part  II  sub- 
stance. The  Ministry  state  that  provided 
there  is  a  minimum  interval  of  twenty- 
four  hours  between  last  application 
and  harvesting,  its  use  as  a  smoke  on 
any  edible  indoor  crop  at  a  rate  not 
in  excess  of  1  gm.  of  the  active  in- 
gredient per  1,000  cu.  ft.  of  glasshouse 
space  should  not  present  a  hazard  to 
consumers.  The  following  precautions 
should  appear  on  labels:  — 

HARMFUL  TO  WATER  SUPPLIES  AND 
FISH.  Do  not  contaminate  ponds  and  water- 
ways with  used  (including  part-used)  canisters 

STORE  CANISTERS  in  a  safe  place  under 
lock  and  key. 

DISPOSE  OF  USED  (or  part-used)  CANIS- 
TERS SAFELY. 

TEPP  (bis-OO-diethylphosphoric  an- 
hydride, tetraethyl  pyrophosphate)  is 
also  controlled  as  a  Second  Schedule 
Part  II  substance  of  the  Agriculture 
(Poisonous  Substances)  Regulations, 
and  operators  are  required  to  use  pro- 
tective clothing.  Provided  there  is  a 
minimum  interval  of  two  clear  days 
between  last  application  of  the  com- 
pound and  harvesting,  its  use  on  any 
growing  edible  crop  at  a  rate  not  in 
excess  o  2  fl.  oz.  of  the  active  ingredi- 
ent per  acre  per  application  should  not 
present  a  hazard  to  consumers.  The 
Ministry  state  that  the  following  pre- 
cautions should  appear  on  container 
labels :  — 

KEEP  UNPROTECTED  PERSONS  OUT 
OF  TREATED  AREAS  FOR  AT  LEAST 
ONE  DAY. 

DANGEROUS  TO  LIVESTOCK.  Keep  all 
livestock  out  of  treated  areas  for  at  least  two 
days. 

FLUSH  GAME  before  treating  the  crop. 

HARMFUL  TO  BEES.  Do  not  apply  at 
flowering  stage.  Keep  down  flowering  weeds. 

HARMFUL  TO  WATER  SUPPLIES  AND 
FISH.  Do  not  contaminate  ponds  and  water- 
ways with  chemical  or  used  container 

STORE  TIGHTLY  CLOSED  in  a  safe  place 
under  lock  and  key. 

WASH  OUT  CONTAINER  THOROUGHLY 
AND  DISPOSE  OF  SAFELY. 

Aminothiazole  (3  -  amino  -  1,2,4  -  tri- 
azole),  a  translocated  herbicide,  need 
not,  in  the  Ministry's  opinion,  be  in- 
cluded in  the  Agriculture  (Poisonous 
Substances)  Regulations.  Its  use  should 


not  present  a  hazard  to  operators  pro- 
vided they  observe  the  following  pre- 
cautions, which  must  appear  on 
labels :  — 

WASH  CONCENTRATE  from  skin  or  eyes 
immediately. 

AVOID   WORKING    IN    SPRAY  MIST. 

WASH  HANDS  AND  EXPOSED  SKIN 
before  eating,  drinking  or  smoking  and  after 
work. 

The  use  of  aminotriazole  as  a  pre- 
sowing  or  pre-planting  herbicide  on 
fallow  land  or  stubble  should  not  pre- 
sent a  hazard  to  consumers  of  crops 
subsequently  grown  on  that  land.  The 
use  of  aminotriazole  is  also  accept- 
able on  land  where  any  tree,  bush,  cane 
or  plant  which  normally  bears  an  edi- 
ble crop  is  growing,  provided  it  is  ap- 
plied after  all  the  crop  has  been  har- 
vested and  before  next  season's  flowers 


open.  Aminotriazole  must  not  be  used 
directly  on  any  edible  crop.  As  a  gen- 
eral precautionary  measure  the  follow- 
ing advice  should  appear  on  the 
label:  — 

DO  NOT  CONTAMINATE  PONDS  AND 
WATERWAYS  with  chemical  or  used  con- 
tainer. 

STORE  TIGHTLY  CLOSED  in  a  safe  place. 
WASH  OUT  CONTAINER  THOROUGHLY 
and  dispose  of  safely. 

The  same  advice  is  also  to  be  in- 
cluded on  labels  of  dodine  acetate  (do- 
decylguanidine  acetate)  preparations. 
Dodine  acetate,  a  fungicide,  is  con- 
sidered unlikely  to  present  a  hazard  to 
operators  but  as  a  general  hygienic 
measure  the  following  should  also  ap- 
pear on  the  label :  — 

WASH  HANDS  before  meals  and  after 
work. 

Provided  there  is  a  minimum  interval 
of  two  weeks  between  last  application 
and  harvesting,  use  of  the  compound 
on  apples  and  pears  should  not  present 
a  hazard  to  consumers.  When  used  on 
trees  underplanted  with  currants  and 
gooseberries,  there  should  be  a  mini- 
mum interval  of  one  clear  day  between 
application  to  the  apples  or  pears  and 
picking  the  underplanted  soft  fruit. 
There  is  insufficient  information  to  en- 
able recommendations  to  be  made  on 
the  safe  use  of  this  chemical  on  other 
edible  crops. 

Previous  Recommendation  Replaced. 

The  recommendations  in  respect  of 
dodine  acetate  replace  those  previously 
issued  under  the  title  Melprex  (see 
C.  &  D.,  October  17,  p.  313).  The  Min- 
istry has  also  issued  recommendations 
for  the  safe  use  of  insecticidal  resins, 
lacquers,  coatings  or  paints  containing 
aldrin,  dieldrin  or  endrin. 


AN  EDUCATIONIST'S  VIEWPOINT 

Technical  College  principal  addresses  Liverpool  chemists 


A  LOOSENING  of  the  grip  of  the 
professional  institutions  and  societies 
on  the  technical  colleges  was  advocated 
toy  Mr.  S.  A.  J.  Parsons  (principal, 
Liverpool  College  of  Technology)  when 
he  proposed  the  toast  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  at  the  annual  dinner  of 
Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  and 
Branch  in  Liverpool  on  January  24. 
The  function  was  attended  by  nearly 
300  people  and  the  guests  included  the 
lord  mayor  of  Liverpool  (Alderman  P. 
McKernan),  Professor  A.  D.  MacDonald 
(head  of  the  department  of  pharma- 
cology, Manchester  University),  and  the 
presidents  of  Birkenhead,  Wallasey  and 
Southport  Associations,  and  of  the 
Merseysidc  Branch  of  the  National 
Association  of  Women  Pharmacists. 
Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones  presided. 

"  As  an  educationalist,"  said  Mr. 
Parsons,  "  I  am  conscious  .of  the  impor- 
tant work  that  is  undertaken  by  your 
Society  in  raising  and  maintaining 
educational  standards.  I  must  confess 
that  sometimes  I  feel  that  the  profes- 
sional institutions  and  societies  have 
too  tight  a  grip  on  the  technical  col- 
leges. We  appear  to  be  dominated  by 
the  professional  external  examination 
system.  This  must  restrict  initiative  in 
the  colleges.  On  the  other  hand  I  agree 
that  the  institutions  have  stimulated 
and  encouraged  the  growth  of  technical 
colleges,  and  have  been  the  means  of 


and 


raising  the  standards  of  scientific 
technical  education."' 

An  event  to  which  he  attached  great 
importance  was  the  invitation  from  the 
University  of  Liverpool  for  the  College 
to  become  an  affiliated  institution  and 
to  participate  in  teaching  pharmaceu- 
tical chemistry  to  undergraduates  read- 
ing for  an  Honours  degree  in  pharma- 
cology. Mr.  T.  L.  Bowyer  and  four 
other  members  of  the  Pharmacy  De- 
partment staff  had  become  recognised 
teachers  of  the  University,  he  said. 

Professor  A.  D.  MacDonald,  re- 
sponding, said  the  profession  of  phar- 
macy had  undergone  great  changes  in 
the  eleven  years  he  had  served  on  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Its  standards  had  risen  educationally 
and  ethically.  "We  may  at  times  speak 
scathingly  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice and  what  i't  has  done  to  us,  but  it 
has  done  something  for  us  too,  or  for 
most  of  us.  The  pharmacist  of  today  is 
so  much  more  than  a  dispenser  of  pills 
and  potions.  He  is  the  man  who  above 
all  others  knows  all  about  drugs  and  is 
recognised  as  such  by  the  sister  pro- 
fessions of  medicine  and  dentistry." 

Proposing  the  toast  to  the  guests,  Mr. 
H.  Humphreys  Jones  said  many  schools 
of  pharmacy  had  benefited  by  Professor 
MacDonald's  recommendations.  He  had 
supported  entry  via  university  degrees. 
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SCOTTISH  DEPARTMENT  EXECUTIVE 

January  meeting  in  Edinburgh 


A  MEETING  of  the  Executive  of  the 
Scottish  Department  was  held  in  Edin- 
burgh on  January  17  with  Mr.  W.  C.  D. 
Bain  in  the  chair.  The  Resident  Sec- 
retary (Dr.  G.  H.  Macmorran)  repor- 
ted that  the  provisional  date  which  had 
been  agreed  for  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Scottish  Department  was  now 
found  to  coincide  with  the  written  ex- 
aminations, and  for  that  reason  the 
hall  would  not  be  available. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  annual  meeting, 
Branch  secretaries'  meeting  and  the 
meetings  of  the  Executive  should  take 
place  on  June  20. 

The  subject  for  discussion  at  the 
annual  meeting  was  modified,  and  the 
new  title  agreed  was  "  Pharmacy  of  the 
Future,  based  on  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  General  Practice  of 
Pharmacy."  The  name  of  a  speaker 
was  suggested  to  introduce  the  discus- 
sion with  the  proviso  that,  if  he  were 
not  able  to  accept  the  invitation,  the 
choice  of  a  speaker  should  be  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  chairman  and  resident 
secretary. 

The  report  on  the  Christmas  1961 
examinations  was  received.  It  appeared 
from  the  results  that  the  percentage 
pass  under  the  new  regulations  was 
rather  higher  than  under  the  old  regu- 
lations, though  the  numbers  involved 
so  far  were  small. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Campbell  commented 
that  the  policy  of  the  Council  in  divid- 
ing the  examinations  into  three  parts 
appeared  to  be  producing  the  anticipa- 
ted result  of  a  higher  percentage  pass. 

Although  the  total  number  of  stu- 
dents in  the  colleges  was  approximately 
the  same  as  in  1960  and  1961,  the  num- 
ber of  new  registrations  as  a  student  in 
1961  was  reported  as  545  against  359 
in  1960.  The  Executive  noted  with 
interest  the  continued  increase  both  in 
number  and  proportion  of  students 
studying  for  a  degree  in  pharmacy. 

Promoting  Pharmacy  as  a  Career 

Discussion  took  place  on  the  pro- 
motion of  pharmacy  as  a  career  and  it 
was  suggested  that  the  figures  for  regi- 
stration as  a  student  might  be  split  up 
into  branches  so  as  to  see  where  more 
publicity  was  required.  It  was  also 
noted  that  students  starting  the  degree 
course  in  pharmacy  in  Glasgow  were 
not  at  that  stage  eligible  for  registra- 
tion as  students,  though  they  had,  in 
fact,  started  their  career  in  pharmacy. 

file  report  of  the  board  of  exami- 
ners for  Scotland  was  received,  wherein 
it  was  stated  that,  since  the  previous 
meeting,  twelve  male  and  eight  female 
students  resident  in  Scotland  had  been 
registered  with  the  Society.  The  total 
for  1961  was  forty-three,  of  which 
twenty-three  were  male  and  twenty 
female.  The  total  figure  in  1960  was 
forty-one.  No  students  had  been  regi- 
stered so  far  in  1962. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  necessary  re- 
pair and  maintenance  work  should  be 
carried  out  on  the  building  at  36  York 
Place.  Further  discussion  would  take 
place  with  the  architect  regarding  the 
other  work  suggested. 

It  was  reported  that  the  J.  P.  Todd 
Research  Trust  Fund  had  been  legally 


constituted  and  the  Trust  had  been 
registered.  The  permanent  trustees  were 
the  head  of  the  department  of  phar- 
macy at  the  Royal  College  of  Science 
and  Technology,  Glasgow,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scot- 
land Branch  of  the  Society  and  the 
resident  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society,  Scottish  Department. 

The  Resident  Secretary  reported 
on  correspondence  he  had  entered  into 
with  Border  Television,  Ltd.  The  com- 
pany had  been  inviting  pharmacists  to 
take  part  in  television  advertising  of 
Christmas  gifts.  Border  Television,  Ltd., 
he  stated,  had  not  agreed  to  refuse  to 
accept  advertising  from  pharmacists, 
but  had  accepted  the  principle  that  the 
words  "  Dispensing  Chemist  "  should 
not  be  used  by  any  retail  pharmacist 
advertising  away  from  his  premises. 

The  Executive  was  informed  that 


there  was  a  proposal  to  produce  a  joinfl 
syllabus  of  all  the  chemical  societies  ir 
the  Edinburgh  area,  and  the  Pharmal 
ceutical  Society  had  been  asked  to  b<| 
one  of  the  co-operating  societies.  TheT 
expense  of  the  syllabus  would  be  mel| 
by  the  societies  in  proportion  to  thel 
number  of  syllabuses  that  each  wouldB 
distribute.  It  was  agreed  that  the  ScotT 
tish  Department  should  participate,  bull 
that  such  syllabuses  should  be  distribu-T 
ted  only  to  members  resident  in  Mid- 
lothian, East  Lothian  and  West! 
Lothian. 

Following  upon  the  successful  dentall 
health  campaign  held  in  Dundee  early! 
in  1961,  a  similar  campaign  was  being] 
held  throughout  the  South-east  of  Scot-" 
land.  The  Resident  Secretary  repor- 
ted that  he  had  been  invited  by  thej 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  organising  thel 
campaign  in  Edinburgh.  He  had 
already  written  to  all  pharmacists  in 
Edinburgh  asking  for  their  co-opera- 1 
tion. 


NORTHERN  IRELAND  HEALTH  BOARD 

Tardy  dispensing  complaint  dismissed 


FIVE  reports  of  investigations  into 
complaints  against  chemists  were  made 
at  the  January  meeting  of  the  Northern 
Ireland  General  Health  Services  Board, 
held  in  Belfast.  The  reports  were  from 
the  Services  Committee. 

The  first  alleged  that  a  test  prescrip- 
tion handed  to  a  firm  of  chemists  had 
not  been  dispensed  with  reasonable 
promptness  as  required  under  para- 
graph 3  (1)  (a)  of  the  terms  of  service. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Officer  re- 
ported that  the  Board's  agent  had  pre- 
sented a  prescription  for  conspers.  zinc, 
oxid.  co.  at  about  11  a.m.  on  June  6, 
1961,  and  that  when  he  returned  later 
to  collect  the  prescription  he  had  been 
informed  by  the  chemists  that  they 
could  not  dispense  the  prescription  be- 
cause they  had  not  got  one  of  the  in- 
gredients in  stock;  they  had,  they  said, 
tried  to  obtain  it  from  two  of  the  five 
chemists  in  town  without  success,  and 
they  offered  to  dispense  the  prescrip- 
tion later  that  evening  or  on  the  fol- 
lowing day. 

The  Superintendent  Chemist  from 
the  company  stated  that  the  prescrip- 
tion had  been  handed  to  his  assistant. 
If  he  had  been  asked  to  have  the  pre- 
scription ready  in  an  hour  he  would 
have  checked,  first,  that  he  had  all  the 
ingredients.  One  of  them  (purified  talc) 
was  not  in  stock  because  in  ten  years 
that  was  the  first  time  it  had  been 
asked  for.  If  he  had  been  told  that  the 
matter  was  urgent  he  could  have  had 
the  ingredient  from  Belfast  in  an  hour 
and  a  half.  He  did  not  think  he  had 
committed  a  breach  of  the  regulations, 
having  done  his  best  to  obtain  the 
necessary  ingredient.  The  Committee 
considered  that  the  complaint  had  not 
been  substantiated  and  recommended 
that  it  should  be  dismissed. 

The  second  complaint  was  by  the 
Board  against  a  chemist  alleging  that 
he  was  in  breach  of  Article  5  (1)  of  the 
third  schedule  of  the  regulations  in 
that  he  permitted  the  dispensing  of 
medicine  otherwise  than  "  by  or  under 
the  direct  supervision  of"  a  registered 
pharmaceutical  chemist  and  because  he 
was  unable  to  provide  pharmaceutical 


services  between  9.15  a.m.  and  11.40 
a.m.  on  September  11,  1961,  no  phar- 
macist being  in  attendance  although  the 
contract  hours  were  from  9.15  a.m.  to 
6  p.m.  that  day. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Officer  re- 
ported that,  on  returning  to  the 
premises  after  earlier  visiting  them  and 
finding  no  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist  in  charge,  he  found  two  pre- 
scriptions made  up  but  not  handed  out. 
The  chemist  stated  that  he  had  been 
on  holiday  at  the  time  and  that,  un- 
known to  him,  his  locum  tenens  had 
had  to  visit  her  dentist  that  morning, 
and  had  arrived  at  the  shop  at 
11.55  a.m.  The  prescriptions  had  been 
prepared  by  his  unqualified  assistant, 
but  it  was  not  the  assistant's  intention 
to  hand  them  out  until  the  locum 
tenens  had  seen  them. 

The  Committee  considered  that  the 
Board  had  failed  to  establish  the  first 
part  of  the  complaint,  but  that  the 
chemist  was  in  breach  of  his  terms  of 
service  under  the  second  part.  The 
Board  recommended  that  the  first  part 
of  the  complaint  should  be  dismissed 
and  that,  having  regard  to  a  previous 
case  in  which  the  chemist  had  been 
found  to  be  in  breach  of  the  terms  of 
service,  the  sum  of  £2  2s.  should  be 
deducted  from  his  remuneration  or 
otherwise  recovered  from  him. 

Another  complaint  by  the  Board 
against  the  same  chemist  was  that  he 
had  advertised  or  permitted  to  be  ad- 
vertised either  directly  or  by  implica- 
tion that  he  provided  or  was  authorised 
to  provide  pharmaceutical  services 
under  the  Act.  The  chemist  stated  that 
he  was  being  continually  asked  by 
patients  who  did  not  understand  the 
charges,  and  as  he  thought  the  form 
PS9  was  an  explanatory  leaflet,  he  had 
stuck  it  up  on  the  window  merely  to 
assist  patients.  He  had  thought  the  use 
of  the  words  "  Prescriptions "  and 
"  Complete  Dispensing  Service  "  exhi- 
bited outside  his  shop  was  permitted  if 
used  on  their  own. 

The  Secretary  pointed  out  that  the 
Board's  complaint  was  based  on  the 
combination  of  those  words  and  the 
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display  of  the  forms. 

The  chemist  said  that  the  forms  had 
since  been  removed  from  the  outside  of 
his  premises,  as  had  the  references  to 
prescriptions  and  dispensing. 

The  Committee  recommended  that 
the  chemist  should  be  reprimanded. 

The  fourth  complaint  alleged  that  the 
drugs  dispensed  by  a  firm  of  chemists 
on  a  test  prescription  had  not  been  in 
accordance  with  the  prescription.  A 


pharmaceutical  chemist  employed  by 
the  firm  expressed  regret  at  the  error 
and  could  only  suggest  that  she  must 
have  used  the  wrong  weights.  The 
senior  assistant  pharmacist  had  been 
away  at  the  time. 

The  Committee  recommended  re- 
covering £4  4s.  from  the  chemist. 

The  last  complaint  was  against  a 
chemist  who  was  alleged  by  the  Board 
to  be  in  breach  of  his  terms  of  service 


in  that,  on  September  29,  1961,  a  test 
prescription  handed  to  his  employee 
had  not  been  dispensed  "  by  or  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  "  a  registered 
pharmaceutical  chemist.  The  chemist 
explained  that  his  assistant  had  dis- 
pensed the  prescription  contrary  to  his 
instructions.  The  Committee  [chemist 
members  dissenting]  recommended  re- 
covering the  sum  of  £5  5s.  from  the 
chemist. 
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FIRST  TODD  LECTURE  AT  GLASGOW 


IN  order  to  mark  the  services  to  phar- 
macy of  Professor  James  P.  Todd,  the 
Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Branch 
of  the  Society  decided  to  set  aside  one 
meeting  in  each  session  at  which  a 
"Todd  lecture"  would  be  delivered.  The 
first  was  given  on  January  10  by  Pro- 
fessor Andrew  Wilson  (professor  of 
pharmacology,  University  of  Liver- 
pool) himself  a  former  student  of  Pro- 
fessor Todd.  The  lecture  was  held  in 
the  Royal  College  of  Science  and  Tech- 
nology, Glasgow,  and  Professor  Todd 
was  present  with  members  of  the  local 
branch  and  present  and  past  students. 
Mr.  K.  Scatchard  (Branch  chairman) 
presided. 

Professor  Wilson's  address  was  en- 
titled "  Teacher  and  Student "  and  in 
his  introduction  he  said  it  seemed  to 
him  that  Professor  Todd  embodied 
and  symbolised  that  which  character- 
ised the  true  teacher  and  student — 
namely  a  fundamental  love  of  learn- 
ing. Though  that  was  intensely  per- 
sonal it  was  also  the  link  binding 
teacher  and  student  together,  and  the 
mainspring  of  communication  between 
them. 

Two  Parts  of  a  Whole 

A  distinction  was  sometimes  drawn 
between  teaching  and  research,  but, 
said  the  speaker,  those  were  but  parts 
of  a  whole  and  could  seldom  remain 
dissociated  for  long.  The  quest  for 
knowledge  demanded  the  application 
of  reasoning  to  accurate  notions  and 
precise  facts.  If  the  latter  were  faulty 
the  deductions,  however  apparently 
logical,  were  of  necessity  wrong.  Re- 
search was  the  means  by  which  the 
accuracy  of  established  facts  was  con- 
firmed and  new  ones  uncovered.  The 
research  worker  had  to  master  the  art 
of  establishing  facts  by  observation 
and  experiments,  and  must  fully  under- 
stand the  scientific  principles  guiding 
his  interpretation.  Almost  100  years 
ago  Claude  Bernard  had  expressed  it: 

"  We  cannot  separate  these  two  things, 
head  and  hand.  An  able  hand,  without 
a  head  to  direct  it,  is  a  blind  tool ;  the 
head  is  powerless  without  its  executive 
hand." 

Professor  Wilson  said  that  when  he 
had  first  read  that  quotation,  many 
years  ago,  he  had  been  reminded  of 
the  first  blazer  he  possessed,  which  had 
a  badge  whose  motto  read :  Mente  et 
Manu.  Most  of  his  hearers  would  re- 
cognise it  as  the  badge  of  the  Royal 
Technical  College,  Glasgow.  That  in- 
stitution, whose  name  had  since  been 
changed  to  the  Royal  College  of  Science 


and  Technology,  had  its  roots  and  ori- 
gins in  one  of  the  most  interesting 
periods  in  the  history  of  Scottish  edu- 
cation. He  traced  its  story  from  the 
foundation  of  Anderson's  Institution 
in  1796,  through  its  various  changes  in 
nomenclature  —  Anderson's  University, 
Anderson's  College  —  until  "  a  number 
of  different  educational  institutions  and 
endowments  happily  converged  in  1887 
in  the  formation  of  the  Glasgow  and 
West  of  Scotland  Technical  College." 
In  1903  a  new  building  programme  had 
been  begun  that  had  been  completed 
in  1910.  In  formally  opening  the  new 
building  in  1912,  King  George  V  had 
permitted  the  title  Royal  Technical  Col- 
lege of  Glasgow  to  be  used.  In  the  fol- 
lowing year  affiliation  to  the  University 
of  Glasgow  had  been  established. 

Professor  Todd's  Career 

In  1921,  James  Prior  Todd  had  been 
appointed  lecturer  in  pharmacy.  He 
had  early  established  himself  as  a 
pioneer,  and  within  three  years  the  first 
courses  for  a  long  awaited  pharmacy 
degree  course  were  under  way.  "  His 
keen  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  teach- 
ing and  his  eagerness  to  pursue  new 
avenues  of  knowledge  were  quickly  to 
have  their  influence  not  only  on  his 
students  but  also  on  other  teachers." 
It  was  a  fitting  tribute  that,  in  1937, 
Dr.  Todd  had  been  appointed  "  the  first 
professor  of  pharmacy  of  the  first  de- 
gree in  pharmacy  at  the  first  technical 
college  in  the  United  Kingdom." 

Since  then  there  had  been  far-reach- 
ing experiments  and  alterations  in 
educational  policy  on  all  fronts  —  the 
inception  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice, the  development  of  many  highly 
specific  and  potent  drugs,  and  the 
growth  of  a  vigorous  pharmaceutical 
industry.  It  was  inevitable  that  the  prac- 
tical training  in  pharmacy  itself  should 
be  subject  to  modification  and  change 
and  there  has  been  developed  the  pre- 
sent system  of  one-year  of  pre-  or 
post-graduate  practical  training.  That 
had  not  reduced  the  importance  of  the 
relationship  between  teacher  and  stu- 
dent apprentice  during  that  year.  "  It 
is  now  analogous  to  the  twelve  months 
that  a  medical  student  must  spend  in 
hospital  before  registration,  and  it  is 
important  in  the  same  way,  in  that  it 
brings  the  trainee  into  close  daily  con- 
tact with  the  practitioner  of  his  chosen 
profession."  The  emergence  of  a  phar- 
maceutical profession  with  an  enlarging 
scope  of  responsibilities  for  the  social 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  community 
brought  with  it  the  need  to  survey  the 


kind  of  assistance  it  required  from  the 
point  of  view  of  man-power  as  well  as 
of  finance.  The  reorganisation  of  phar- 
maceutical departments  in  hospitals 
would  involve  the  provision  of  techni- 
cal assistants  with  an  appropriate  sys- 
tem of  training.  "  I  venture  to  suggest 
that  the  time  is  now  ripe  to  consider 
and  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  training 
of  pharmaceutical  technicians.  For  it  is 
my  considered  opinion  that  a  career  of 
this  sort  will  be  of  substantial  value 
to  industry  as  well  as  to  those  engaged 
in  general  pharmaceutical  practice." 

In  the  wider  context  of  higher  edu- 
cation, the  past  ten  years  had 
seen  the  rapid  development  and  expan- 
sion of  universities,  colleges  of  ad- 
vanced technology  and  other  technical 
colleges.  The  speaker  believed  a  point 
had  been  reached  at  which  important 
decisions  would  have  to  be  made 
regarding  the  manner  in  which  those 
various  institutions  were  to  be  organ- 
ised and  financed.  The  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Robbins  Committee  on 
Higher  Education  would,  when  pub- 
lished, determine  the  pattern  of  devel- 
opment and  inter-relationship  of  those 
institutions  for  the  next  fifty  years. 

•(  Full  Academic  Freedom  " 

It  was  noteworthy  that  already,  in 
submitting  their  memoranda  of  evi- 
dence to  the  Committee  on  Higher 
Education,  both  the  Committee  of  Vice- 
chancellors  and  Principals  of  Universi- 
ties and  the  Royal  Institute  of  Chemis- 
try had  given  the  fullest  support  to  the 
proposals  that  colleges  of  advanced 
technology  should  enjoy  the  academic 
freedom  and  greater  financial  autonomy 
accorded  to  the  universities.  If,  as 
seemed  likely,  those  colleges  were  granted 
charters  enabling  them  to  bestow  speci- 
fied degrees,  there  might  soon  come  a 
time  when  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
would  require  to  re-examine  its  present 
scope  and  powers  as  a  licensing  body. 
That  situation  had  already  been  pre- 
sented to  the  medical,  dental  and  veter- 
inary professions,  and  their  method  of 
dealing  with  it  might  be  a  satisfactory 
one  to  follow. 

"  It  is  always  a  good  thing  to  be 
clear  about  fundamentals.  A  vice-chan- 
cellor was  recently  asked  if  he  could 
describe  his  job  in  one  sentence,  and 
had  replied :  '  It  is  to  ensure,  so  far 
as  I  can,  the  best  conditions  in  which 
staff  and  student  can  do  their  best 
work.'  If  that  outlook  could  prevail 
wherever  administrators,  teachers  and 
students  meet,  then  the  future  of  learn- 
ing is  assured."

Double  Protest 

Sir, — I  write  about  two  different  mat- 
ters that  have  arisen  this  week,  and 
concerning  which  I  think  a  strongly 
worded  protest  should  be  conveyed  to 
those  concerned.  First,  the  new  market- 
ing policy  of  Ward  Blenkinsop,  Ltd., 
and  their  proposed  sale  of  Panets 
through  non-pharmaceutical  channels, 
despite  continuing  to  ask  for  chemists' 
support  for  their  Gon  tablets.  Once 
again  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge  is  push- 
ing the  sales  of  medicines  out  of  chem- 
ists' shops.  Second,  the  latest  from 
County  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  attaching 
"  shopping  vouchers  "  to  some  of  their 
retail  packs,  enabling  customers  to  use 
as  cash,  at  our  expense,  and  by  cour- 
tesy of  Messrs.  County,  coupons 
attached  to  their  merchandise.

appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.,  June  11, 
1960,  and  September  16,  1 96 1 . — 
Editor.]  and  must  insist  that  I  knew 
nothing  of  Napisan  until  I  read  this 
article!  (If  I  did  read  something  about 
it  once,  I  certainly  have  forgotten  it 
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now!)  Surely  therefore,  there  is  some- 
thing wrong  with  his  public  relations 
department?  If  he  is  sure  that  the 
product  is  in  all  ways  as  good  as  he 
says — tout  cannot  afford  representatives 
to  introduce  it  to  us — cannot  he  then 
send  on  a  sample  one  to  us  pharma- 
cists who  have  never  heard  of  it  yet — 
or  even  offer  a  few  on  sale  or  return 
terms?  If  only  manufacturers  like  Dr. 
Crowther  (or  even  one  director  on  their 
boards)  had  had  a  few  years'  experi- 
ence on  our  side  of  the  counter!  They 
would  then  know  only  too  well  that  if 
we  stocked  even  one  of  every  new  line 
claimed  by  the  makers  to  be  good — 
we  would  want  several  premises  as 
storerooms  and  the  Bank  of  England 
to  finance  us  !  May  I  suggest  to  Dr. 
CroWther  that  welfare  clinics,  etc.,  or 
even  unlimited  distribution  is  not  the 
answer.  He  will  not  be  the  first  manu- 
facturer to  have  "  his  fingers  burnt "  by 
proceeding  along  that  route.

Sir, — As  an  increasing  number  of 
manufacturers  are  placing  their  pro- 
ducts, once  "  chemist  only,"  into  out- 
lets outside  pharmacy,  and  as  Dr. 
Crowther's  article  (C.  &  D.,  February 
3,  p.  118)  may  be  typical  of  their  think- 
ing about  this  problem,  I  should  like 
to  point  out  some  inaccuracy  in  his 
reasoning.  To  prove  that  private  chem- 
ists do  not  adequately  support  his 
product,  he  states  "  If  the  sales  of  the 
product  at  the  average  retail  pharmacy 
are  compared  with  those  of  branches 
of  the  important  chains,  the  average 
sale  per  pharmacy  of  chain  establish- 
ments is  found  to  be  6-2  times  that  of 
the  individual,  privately-owned  phar- 
macy." He  must  be  using  "  How  to 
Lie  with  Statistics "  as  his  textbook, 
because  he  cannot  be  unaware  of  the 
complete  lack  of  significance  attaching 
to  any  comparison  of  sales  per  phar- 
macy between  "  average  "  private  chem- 
ists on  the  one  hand  and  "  important 
chains "  on  the  other.  Does  he  not 
realise  that  there  is  no  relation  between 
Whe  total  turnovers  of  the  carefully 
selected  businesses,  or  does  he  just  hope 
that  we  do  not?  We  have  recently  had 
repeated  cycles  of  lines  being  estab- 
lished by  an  almost  blackmailing 
emphasis  upon  the  fact  that  "  chemists 
only "  could  sell  them.  It  is  usual  for 
two  years  to  elapse  before  the  manu- 
facturer, his  heart  broken  by  our  lack 
of  support,  has  to  widen  his  distribu- 
tion to  cover  his  outlay  on  advertising. 
In  that  time  our  support  has,  in  fact, 
given  him  sales  figures  impressive 
enough  to  ensure  the  wider  distribution 
of  his  product,  to  which  we  have  been 
midwife.  Is  the  answer,  then,  to  support 
Dr.  Crowther  or  can  it  be  safer  to  sup- 
port those  manufacturers  whose  pro- 
ducts are  already  widely  distributed, 
but  who  have  staunchly  kept  distribu- 
tion through  pharmacies.

THE  following  draft  constitution  and 
rules  for  the  proposed  Associates'  Sec- 
tion of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  have  been  prepared  by  the 
N.P.U.  Executive  Committee  (see  p. 
133). 

1.  Associates  shall  constitute  an  Associates' 
Section  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and 
the  affairs  of  the  Associates'  Section  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  these  rules,  by  a 
body  of  representatives  (in  these  rules  referred 
to  as  "  The  Associates'  Committee  ")  elected  by 
associates  out  of  their  own  number. 

Objects 

2.  The  objects  of  the  Associates'  Section  shall 
be:  — 

(a)  To  raise  the  status  of  employee  pharmacists. 

(b)  To  form  a  representative  body  of  employee 
pharmacists. 

(c)  To  promote  interest  among  associates  in 
current  affairs  in  pharmacy. 

(d)  To  appoint  representatives  who  will  meet 
with  representatives  of  the  Executive  Committee 
in  a  Joint  Committee  from  time  to  time,  to  dis- 
cuss matters  of  common  interest. 

(e)  To  appoint  representatives  who  will  form, 
with  representatives  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chem- 
ist Contractors)  Committee,  a  Liaison  Committee 
which  will  meet  from  time  to  time  to  discuss 
matters  of  common  interest,  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee  and  to  the  Associates'  Com- 
mittee upon  such  matters. 

(f)  To  provide  the  following  benefits  of  asso- 
ciateship  to  associates: — 

Free  legal  advice  on  business  and  private 
matters. 

Free  general  information  service. 
Free  information  and  advice  on  insurance,  and 
the  provision  of  insurances  on  advantageous 
terms  through  The  Chemists'  Mutual  Insurance 
Co.,  Ltd.,  and  The  Chemists'  Sickness  and 
Provident  Society.  Free  legal  defence  against 
prosecution  in  any  case  in  which  it  appears  to 
the  Associates'  Committee  that  it  is  in  the 
general  interests  of  associates  that  the  case 
should  be  defended,  provided  that  no  associate 
shall  be  entitled  to  free  legal  defence  in  pro- 
ceedings taken  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or 
by  the  Statutory  Committee. 

(g)  To  perform  such  other  functions  as  may 
be  useful  to  associates  in  their  capacity  as  em- 
ployees in  pharmacy. 

Associateship 

3.  Any  person  whose  name  appears  in  the 
current  Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  kept 
by  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  and  who  is  normally  resident  in 
England  or  Wales  shall  be  eligible  to  become 
an  associate  provided  that  a  person  shall  not 
become  an  associate  or  continue  to  be  an  asso- 
ciate at  any  time  when  he  has  a  substantial  pro- 
prietary interest  in  any  retail  pharmacy  business 
carried  on  in  England  or  Wales. 

4.  Applications  for  associateship  shall  be  in 
the  form  approved  by  the  Associates'  Committee 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  appropriate 
current  subscription. 

5.  The  Associates'  Committee  shall  have  power 
to  refuse  any  applicant  for  associateship  without 
assigning  or  being  required  to  assign  any  reason 
for  such  refusal.  The  election  shall  be  by  the 
Associates'  Committee  and  shall  take  place  at 
such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  that  Committee 
shall  decide.  When  a  candidate  has  been  elected 
notice  of  his  election  and  a  copy  of  the  rules  of 
the  Associates'  Section  shall  be  sent  to  him  to- 
gether with  a  statement  of  the  benefits  of  asso- 
ciateship. 

Annual  Subscription 

6.  The  annual  associateship  subscriptions  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Associates'  Committee  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Executive  Committee  from  time 
to  time  so  that  the  subscription  income  of  the 
Associates'  Section  shall  be  sufficient  to  meet 
the   amount   of  expenditure  incurred  by  or  on 


behalf  of  the  Associates'  Section,  including  an 
equitable  apportionment  of  expenditure  on  pre- 
mises, staff  and  general  expenses. 

Management 

7.  The  entire  management  of  the  Associates' 
Section  (except  as  otherwise  provided  by  these 
rules)  shall  be  deputed  to  a  Committee  (in  these 
rules  referred  to  as  "  the  Associates'  Commit- 
tee ")  of  (???)  persons  elected  by  associates  out 
of  their  own  number,  and  of  these  persons  (???) 
shall  be  persons  employed  in  retail  pharmacy  and 
(???)  shall  be  persons  employed  in  hospital 
pharmacy,  provided  that  the  relative  numbers  of 
representatives  of  each  field  of  employment  may 
be  amended  from  time  to  time  so  that  the  num- 
ber of  representatives  of  each  field  of  employ- 
ment is  as  nearly  as  possible  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  pharmacists  engaged  in  it. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  draft  formal 
rules  concerning  the  following  matters : 

1.  Powers  of  Associates'  Committee 

Control  of  funds.  Raising  of  special  funds. 
Committee  members  to  be  indemnified  against 
liability  undertaken  at  request  of  Associates'  Sec- 
tion. Appointment  of  special  committees  and 
subcommittees.  Bye-laws  and  regulations. 

2.  Election  of  Associates'  Committee 

Nomination  form  to  be  signed  by  two  asso- 
ciates and  lodged  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Associates'  Section.  Voting  papers.  Scrutineers 
of  ballot.  Resignation  from  Associates'  Commit- 
tee. Co-option  to  fill  casual  vacancies,  or  election. 
Retirement  by  rotation  (if  tenure  of  office  is  more 
than  one  year). 

3.  Election  of  Officers 

Chairman:  Vice-chairman:  Secretary:  Trea- 
surer. Officers  to  be  ex-officio  members  of  all 
special  committees  and  subcommittees. 

4.  Meetings 

(a)  Annual  general  meeting:  Provision  for 
notice  and  agenda  to  be  sent  to  each  associate 
(??)  days  before  meeting. 

(b)  Special  general  meetings:  Provision  for 
calling  of  special  general  meetings  by  requisition 
signed  by  (??)  members  of  the  Associates'  Com- 
mittee or  by  more  than  (??)  associates.  Notice 
to  be  sent  to  each  associate  (??)  days  before 
meeting. 

5.  Voting  Rights 

6.  Alteration  of  Rules 

No  new  rules  to  be  made,  or  any  rules  amended 
or  rescinded,  except  by  resolution  of  the  Joint 
N.P.U.  Committee. 

7.  Funds 

Annual  subscriptions  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Associates'  Section  who  shall  lodge  them 
in  bank.  Payments  to  be  made  out  of  the  funds 
at  direction  of  the  Associates'  Committee. 

Auditors:  To  be  appointed  by  the  Associates' 
Committee  annually,  at  its  first  meeting  after  the 
annual  general  meeting. 

Books:  Books  and  accounts  and  list  of  names 
of  associates  to  be  open  at  all  reasonable  times 
to  the  inspection  of  every  associate. 

8.  Joint  N.P.U.  Committee 

Equal  number  of  representatives  from  Associ- 
ates' Committee  and  N.P.U.  Executive  Commit- 
tee. 

Meetings:  Provision  for  calling  of  meetings. 
Notice  and  agenda. 

Chairmanship:  Alternating  from  year  to  year, 
between  chairman  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  chairman  of  the  Associates'  Committee. 

9.  Liaison  Committee 

Equal  number  of  representatives  from  the  Asso- 
ciates' Committee  and  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chem- 
ist Contractors)  Committee. 

Chairmanship:  Chairman  of  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  to  be  chairman 
of  Liaison  Committee. 
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The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  (he  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  February  7:  There  were  few  major  changes  in  the  prices  of, 
or  demand  for,  Crude  Drugs  during  the  week.  Ipecacuanha  remained 
extremely  scarce  with  most  primary  sources  unable  to  offer. 

Liquorice  block  juice  was  advanced 
by  10s.  per  cwt.,  it  was  the  first  price 
change  in  that  commodity  for  about 
three  years  When  the  price,  on  that 
occasion,  was  lowered.  Japanese  Agar 
was  easier  at  13s.  9d.  per  lb.  on  the 
spot  upon  weaker  quotations  at  origin. 
Cloves  were  unchanged  at  the  previous 
week's  advanced  rates.  Chinese  Men- 
thol was  easier  by  sixpence  per  lb.  on 
the  spot  but  Brazilian  advanced  at 
origin  by  threepence  per  lb.  The  short- 
age of  Fenugreek  seed  caused  a  sharp 
rise  in  the  price  of  the  spot  material, 
102s.  6d.  per  cwt.  being  quoted  against 
93s.  in  the  previous  week. 

In  Essential  Oils  both  Formosan 
and  Chinese  Citronella  were  dearer 
for  shipment;  Lemongrass  was  three- 
pence per  lb.  dearer  in  both  positions. 
Palmarosa  continued  to  advance,  quo- 
tations being  65s.  per  lb.  against 
62s.  6d.  a  week  ago.  Brazilian  Pepper- 
mint was  sixpence  lower  at  14s.  per  lb. 
on  the  spot.  Cheaper  per  lb.  among 
English  distilled  oils  were  Juniper 
berry  and  Nutmeg. 

Butyl  acetate  was  reduced  by  £10 
per  ton  and  Isobutyl  acetate  80  per 
cent,  by  £8  per  ton  from  February  5. 
New  schedules  for  Liquid  paraffin 
now  operating  show  a  rise  of  threepence 
to  fourpence  per  gall.

Mexican  Fertiliser  Imports. — The  fer- 
tiliser industry  in  Mexico  should  reach 
a  level  high  enough  to  supply  local 
demand  and  leave  an  export  surplus  in 
1962. 

French  Import  Restrictions  Move. — 

The  removal  of  quantitative  import  re- 
strictions on  a  wide  range  of  items 
from  third  countries  other  than  the 
Communist  bloc  were  announced  by 
the  French  Government  on  January  24. 
The  list — a  major  concession  for  Japan 
— includes  a  number  of  finished  pro- 
ducts, such  as  antibiotics. 

Industrial  Mission  for  West  Indies. — 

Lord  Rootes  (chairman,  Western  Hemi- 
sphere Exports  Council)  is  leading  a 
British  trade  and  industrial  mission  to 
the  West  Indies  in  March.  The  mission 
will  travel  a  total  of  20,000  miles,  visit- 
ing Jamaica,  Trinidad,  British  Guiana, 
Barbados,  British  Honduras,  the  Lee- 
ward and  Windward  Islands  and  the 
Bahamas.  Its  objects  are  to  encourage 
the  growth  of  trade  in  both  directions 
between  Britain  and  the  West  Indies 
and  to  examine  and  report  on  the  pos- 
sibilities of  further  industrial  develop- 
ment in  the  West  Indies  and  ways  in 
which  British  interests  can  further  it. 

Tests  for  Pharmaceuticals  in  Europe. 
— Uniform  conditions  for  the  accep- 
tance of  pharmaceuticals  in  the  Euro- 
pean Economic  Community  are  being 
discussed  by  experts  of  "  the  Six  "  dur- 
ing February.  Currently  such  products 
are  tested  in  all  Community  countries 
except  West  Germany  before  being  ad- 
mitted for  sale,  but  tests  in  other 
Community  countries  are  not  accepted 
by  national  governments.  E.E.C.  ex- 
perts are  likely  to  propose  that  a  test 
by  a  single  authority  of  a  Community 
country  should  be  sufficient  within  the 
entire  Community.  But  for  that,  con- 
ditions of  admission  in  individual 
countries  would  have  to  be  standar- 
dised. 

West  German  Pharmaceutical  Ex- 
ports.— West  Germany  exported  about 
DM680  millions  worth  of  pharmaceu- 
tical products  in  1961,  an  increase  of 
15  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year, 
according  to  provisional  figures  from 
the  German  Chemical  Industry  Asso- 
ciation. The  Association's  monthly  re- 
port said  the  intensive  and  traditional 
care  taken  over  foreign  markets  and 
the  steady  development  of  new  and 
improved  medicines  contributed  to  the 
success.  Some  53  per  cent,  of  the  ex- 
ports went  to  non-European  countries 
while  40  per  cent,  of  this  went  to 
Asia,  especially  Japan,  Indonesia, 
Persia  and  Pakistan.  "  The  pressure  on 
prices  in  the  last  few  months  led  to 
the  cancellation  of  some  business,"  the 
report  added  and  "  the  further  develop- 
ment of  pharmaceutical  exports  must, 
therefore,  be  regarded  with  some  pes- 
simism." It  was  up  to  the  industry  to 
work  for  the  abolition  of  discriminat- 
ing barriers  within  the  European  Com- 
mon Market  and  its  associated  over- 
seas territories,  the  report  said.  Im- 
ports of  pharmaceutical  products  in 
1961,  about  DM190  millions,  were  only 
slightly  more  than  the  previous  year's, 
mainly  because  exporters  took  advan- 
tage of  tariff  concessions  in  1960  to 
send  an  unusual  amount  of  bulk  ware 
into  the  country.
